formed. Here the Navigator may perceive how every Coaſt, Promontoire , Haven, Bay, 
Towne and Fortreſſe lyes,even from Pole to Pole, from Eaſt ro Weſt, together withytheir al- 


ticude, longitude and latirude. Here the Marchant firtingin his counting-houſe, may know ' 


what Marchandiſes every Countrie affordeth, what commodities it wanteth, and whither he 
may tranſport, and vent thoſe which are moſt vendible, toreturne gaine and profite into s 
purſe. Here alſo the Phyſitian may underſtand what Phyſicall herbes , fimples, druggs, an 
minerals every Countrie yeeldeth, for the recovering of mans health. Infine, this booke is 
uſefull for all men, of what profeſſion,qualiry, or condition fo ever they bee. To conclude, 
for the further ſatisfa&tion of the Reader, I recommend himto the preface inthe frontiſpice 
of this Arlas, made by the Authours themſelves.

GERARD MERCATOR. 


= HAT learned and skillfall Coſmographer , of the 1lluſtrious Duke of Gulick and Cleave, 
Kr +00 phe po MERCATOR, ele March, inthe yeare of our Lord 1512. His 
PEN Parcots dwelt in Gulick, his Fathers name was Hubert Mercator, and his Mothers name Zmeren- 
CS inc, who dwelt then at Rupelmond upon the confines of Flanders, with their Uncle Gif bert 
SA Mercer, Paſtour of the ſaid towne, This GzRarD MERCATOR comming out of his 
RES child-hood, aftcr he had learned his accidence, for the attaining of the latine tongue, his Fa- 
= ther ſent himto the Boſch, that be might ſtuddie there Grammar, and learne the principales of 
Logicke. Fromthence he was ſent unto the famous Univerſitic of Lovaine, and was in commons 1n the Swine- 
Colledge, where he followed his ſtuddics, till he commenced maſter of Art. But corfidering that the ſtuddie of 
Philoſophic could not maintaine the charge , and expence of his familly he underroke the ftuddie of the Ma- 
the ues, which he performed with ſuch diligence, that within few yearesafter,he taught it to others, making 
many -- ew dowry neceſſarie tor that art and ſcience as Spheres, Aftralabes, Aftronomicke rings, and others. 

' Being 24 yeares of age he married with a maide of Lovaine, called Berberrs Schelcken, of whome he Ec 
fixe children, three ſonnes and three daughter. And after he was married, he beganne to cut Maps in copper , of 
the deſcription of the Holy-land, which he finiſhed, and with admiration gave out at 37 yeares of age. In theſe 
his Mathemaricke ftuddies, he had no Preceptor, but onely read and ftuddied the learned writing of Gemnia Fri» 

fins much eſteemedin thoſe dayes for theſe ſciences, Atthe urgent r of ſome Marchant, he undertooke 
the deſcription of Flanders, which he in a ſhort time accompliſhed with happie ſuccefſe. Inthe yeare 1541 he 
publiſhed at Antwerpe a rreatiſe;of caſting of Latine,[talian, and curſiye letters , which was well received, An 

underſtanding that his workes were well accepted among the learned, he began his Terreſtriall Globe , which 

finiſhed in the ſpace of two yeares. His fame comming to the eare of the Emperour Charles the fifth, 

the recommendations of the Lord of Granville,the Emperour entreated him to cut and make for him many Ma- 
themaricall Inftruments, which unhappely were ſecretly burnt bythe Ennemic ina barne , which cauſed him to 
make new ones. Ten yeares after he publiſhed at Lovaine a Globe, which re ted the conftitution and moti- 
on of the Heavens, the Planets and Celeftiall fignes, ln the interim he made a treatiſe, and dedicated it to the 
Emperour of the uſe of the Globe, and an other of the practiſe of the Aftronomicke ring. The following, 
anno 1552, he removed from Loyaine to Duyl\ bourg in Cleave-land with all his Familly , where Gaenvel he 
made two {mall Globes, the one of Criſtall, the other of wood, the firſt was engraven with a Dyamant, 8 enam- 
 meled with gold, repreſenting the ſeven Planets , and the chiefe Celeſtiall ſignes : the ſecond contained within 
- thatlitle capacity an exact deſcription of the World : which at Bruſſels he preſented to the Emperour,with ſome 
other Mathematicall Inſtruments. Anno 1554, he gave out the deſcription of Europe, which he began ere he 
departed from Lovaine. And was afterward Riſe and exactly corrected by him inthe yeare 1572. Afﬀer this 
being requeſted by a ſpeciall frend of his to engrave in copper. a Map of the Brittiſh Iles, he it with 
great di1gence, fidelity,dexterity and perteion. And almoſt in the ſame time» he drew with his curious penne, 
anaccurate Map of the Duchie of Lorraine, and went thether in perſon to take not without danger of his lite, & 
weakening of his Spirits. Foure yearesafterward, at the carneſt requeſt of ſome of his frends, he publiſhed a 
-. Chronologie: and a whileafter, put out his new worke anno 1596, to wit, his Map and diſcription of the whole 

World; not without the admiration of all perſons of quality of his ingenious skill. This done, he amended and 
corrected the faults, which were eſc in Ptolomees Maps, for which he was highly commended. A _m while 
before Abraham Ortelius publiſhed his worke, he had conceived fome _—_— and particular Ideas of Maps.but 
would not give them out, till the ſaid Ortelius had vented a great gu of his Coppies : becauſe of the inti- 
mate love, which was betwixtthem. Burt at laſt not to fruſtrate the world of his labours , he cauſed anno 85 his 
Maps of France and Germanie to be [$6 my then cut in aplate, with the Generall and particuler Maps of Italie, 
and fimſhedthem anno 90, Then he began his deſcriptions of the Septeutrionall Regions , but before he finiſhed 
them 4 h prevented him, He wrote alfoa treatiſe of the Art of Geographie, which his Heires ſhortly intend - 
to publiſh, _. | 

Thus much touching the praiſe and commendations of his Mathematicke , and Geographicke workes, It re- 
ſeth now to ſpeake ſomewhat of his Theologicall workes. Before the warres began in the low-Countries , he 
wrot his Euangelicall Harmonicin a fine order, and Method facile, and eafic for the Reader, which booke came 
out anno 1592, Then he made an excellent commentarie upon the Epiſtle of Saint Paul tothe Romans : where.. 
in he ſought to diffolve the highand difficult controverſies of ourage, touching the fore knowledge and Prede. 
ſtination of God. Asalſoupon ſome Chapters of the Prophet Ezekiel, and diverſe others : but beſides all this 
he was very $killtull inthe ſearch, and deſcription of the Genealogie and famillies of Kings, Princes, and great 
Lords, And if the Reader is defirous to informe himſelfe fugther, touching his treatiſes,he m reade his Epiſtle 
dedicatoire, whichhe prefixed before his Maps of France and Germanie, which worke heintituled AT L AS. 
 Forhis behaviour, and manner of life, he had a quiet and a mecke ſpirit, and was of great integrity and fince- 
rity of heart, aloverof peace, both publicke and private, an honorer of his Superiours, a Lover of his Neigh- 
bours , and a great favorite of ſtuddic and learning, preferring other men before him. He had an honeſt a vertu- 
ous , a modeſt, and an obcdicat wite , which could governe well her houſe and familly. Shee dyed the 24 of Au-

guft, anno 86. His Children were well educated, and tooke

LUDOCUS HONDIVS. 


3 Upocus Honpius was one of the moſt skilfull, and famous Coſmographers of our age, 
borne in the yeare of our redemption 1563. His Parents were Flammings. His Fathers name 
was. Olivier de Hend?, a moſt ingenious Artiſan, and his Mothers name was Perronelis of Haver- 
tay». The place of his nativity, was in acertaine Village of F landers , commonly called Wac- 
kene; a molt pleaſant, and adelighttull place. But being two yeares old, orthere abouts , was 
brought intothe famous Citty of Gaunt. His birth did preſage ſome admirable induftrie in 
F this childe :- for his face was full of traces and wrinkles , which often betokeneth a great capa- 
city of wit and ſpirit, which his Father forctold for theſe, and ſome other notable markes he ſaw in him, and! 

not withour juſt cauſe: for his ingenious nature and ſpirit, even from his infancie appeared in him, as pronoſtica» 


= ting the rare, and admirable gifts of this child in ſublimate and high marters, beyond the common reach of the 


yulgar. For being but cight yeeres of age, or there abouts, he begann to betake himſelfe tothe Art of purtray- 
ing, and afterward to carve in bone, then n copper plates, and had ſuch aproficiencie therein , which miniſtred 
 marter of admirationto his. Father (and which 15 moſt worthy of obſervation) without the helpe or inſtruftion of 
a Maiſter. And tooke ſuch a habite, aid delight in ic, that he made it as it were his ordinary paſſetime,and recrea- 
tion, Theſe fine rudiments, and commencements, purchaſed him a great deale of love, favour, and reſpe from 
every man, His firſt beginnings incarving and cutting were np fruitleſſe, For, by his art andinduftrig,he grew 
ſo famous every where, that the Prince of Parma, who then kept his Court at Bevere,on the land of Waes, having 


, who afterward with faire, & large promiſſes, would have per[waded him to have gone to Rome with him: 

ſo that he could not ger from him but by ſtealth. Beſides, he had the gift of _— many taire hands, as the ſeve- 
ed, He was alſo from his youth very expert in 

the knowledge of cutting of letters, 8& Archetypes tor printing : in which skill he was ſo excellent, rhat he made 
it for atime his chicfe profeſſion, and attained to this knowledge, without the helpe of a Maſter, which is care, & 
ody: &ingenious ſpirit , put him out to ſtud- 

dieand learning, that he might learne the Latin rongue, and the rudiments 4 the Grecian: wherein he advanced 
_ in aſhort time, and would not be miſled from his generous ſtuddie, notwithſtanding all games and boyes 
rts, whereunto youthis given, which indeed is the corruption of this age. Alſo, theſe his more ſerious ſtud- 
es, could not divert him at his vacant houres, from the exerciſing of his Sf art, and knowledge: above all, he 
was addited tothe ſtuddie of the Mathematicks, and to thole things which chiefly did rend tothar art he loved. 


| .beſciged Antwerpe , ſent for him from Gaunt to Bevere dhe per his Confeſſour , forto cut ſome figures in 


| Beingrwentie yceres of age, after that the Citty of Gaunt was given over intothe Kings hands, he retyred bim- 


ſelfe1ntothe noble Cirty of Londs in England, where being ſerled he began to follow hard his Art of Coſmogra- 
phie, and with his skiltull Engraver , drew many fine draughts, and maſteripeeces, as S*. Frawcu Drakes voyage 
about the World: the Holy-land, the Romane Empire, & diverſe others; among the reft,his 2 excellent Globes, 


the one Celeſtiall, the other the Terreſtriall, the greateft that ever was made in the World. When he was 22

Having then dwelt ſome'yeeresin England , he removed from thence with his familly into Holland, and 
dwelt inthe tamous Citty of Amſterdam: a chicfe Citry, which with honour can give teſtimonie of his ſervice to 
poſterity. Forin this place aboue all others, by his cunning Engraver, and Mathematicall ſcience, he made a 
draught of the Regions, aud Seas knowne, and unknowne, aſwell the Eaſterne, as the Weſterne ; yeain ſuch ſort, 
Fhat it were a hard mattertodeſcribein particular che watches , labout and trayell, care and diligence which he 
tooke for the benchite of polterity, And what ſhall wee ſay of this Arlas (one of the wonders of the world) which 
as au Orphan lamenting the loſe of his firſt Varents, for want of perfeion, is by his labour and induftrie,accom- 
pliſhed.in all partes, as many Kings, Princes, Nobles, Gentle-men, Devines, and Philoſophers , with other perſon- 

of quality and condition ſoever have witneſſed to his honour. What ſhall wee fay alſo of ſo many lorts of 
Terreſtrial and Celeſtiall Globes, great, middle & ſmaller ones, which he cut,and drew out with ſuch dexterity ? 
Whar $hall-wee ſay then of ſo many fine and curious Maps of all fiſes, both grear, litle, circular, and ſquare, and 
of the diverſity of his Engravers and Compaſſes, which he ſoartifically invented & made > Let Egypt then boaſt 
of her Prolomee: Germanic of her Munſter : France of her Belle-Foreft : and England of her Camden : Spaine 
of her Vaſca: Italic of her Plinic : Hollandis not iinferiour unto them, and hath juſt cauſe to glorie in her great 
Honpivs, Wee mult not omit alſo the dilligence , he tooke in publiſhing the Greeke-Latine Prolomy , en. 
riched with the Maps of Gert ard MERCATOR; and many other excellent workes, which for the av ding 


| of prolixity, I will paſſe overinfilence. For, if I ſhould here recite his great renowne, and the fame he had, how

eg TLAS Kingof Mauritania,was borne of a Royall race,and had for his father Serrenus, or 
Indigena (as Euſebius withnefſeth out of the moſt aunciem Hiſtorians) whoſe ſurname was 


mothers fide were hs or So/,King of Phoenice;who with his wife Berach,dwelt inBibliw, both 
of them excellently verſedin ASTRON OMIE, andinnaturall diſciplines, fo that for 
their learning ſake, they were accounted worthy of the names of Sel and of Celum,vndoub- 
tedly this Arlas,as the Ancients report(namely Diedoras in his fourth booke and fifth chapter) was a moſt skill- 


full Aſtrologer, and the firſt among men, thar diſputed of the Sphcere, He had manic Bretheren, to the number 


of 45. whom Celw begot of diverſe woemen, whereof 17 of them he had by Ties, a moſt prudent Matron , 
thatdid many goodoffices tomen whom he after their mothers name called Tiranes, He had alſo filters, among 


whomthe principall were Bſilia whoin favour of her mother, brought vpall her brethren, and therefore they * 


called her Grandmother, and Rhea Pandors. Now afterthe deceafe of Coclus, Bafiliabeing the eldeſt, and excel- 


ling the othersin prudence and vertue, by the common conſent of herbretheren, and the people , being a Vir- © + 


gin and ynmarryed, ſhee obrayned the Kingdome. Afterwards, being defirous to leave an heire behind her, ſhe 


was marryed toher brother Hyperion, and ſhee bare him two Sonns, towit, Sel and Lanes, whoſe prudence Hype. . 


rions brethren,admiring, tothe intent the Kingdom might not be ſetled vpon his iſſue, they maſacred him, and 
drowned Sol his Sonn being yer an Infantin the tiverof Erydanus, Then the Sonnes of Coclus, whereof the no- 
bleſt of rhem were Cdriwand Sawruw, ſhared their Fathers Kingdomes betweene them, Atlas had for his part, 
thoſe Countries , which lay next yntothe Ocean, and Lybia, and the ſtreights of Gibraltar , whence Mount« 
Atlas andthe Atlanticke people in Mauritania tooke firſt their name, and Saturnus obtayned Sicilia, and Lybia, 


who being afterward hated of his people, for the crueltie he vied againſt his Father Coelus, fleddinto lralie, | 
where by Ianus he was made Partaker of the Kingdome, Now foraſmuch as Dyodorus alledgeth, that Coclus 
was the firſt King that reigned among the Atlanticks,the people being before diſperced vp and downe inficlds 


in Collonies, he admoniſhed them, to gather themſelves rogether, and to build rownes. Without all queſtion 
theſe Kings were very ancient, becauſe Atlas, Sonne of Atlas, having chaſed away his brother Heſperws as King 


of Iberia, which afterwards in the yeere 7 38, after the yniverſall flood was called Spayne. Heſperus flying into , 


Etruria, where he was made tutour to lanus. 'The Grandfather of Arlas (Elius) reigned in Phenice anno 662 
after the deluge. And Diodorus witneflerh , thac thoſe Kings out of the nature of things , and the contempla- 


tion of them, they attayned toexcellent knowledg; and withall became pious , and more humane, that as Dy- * 


odorus truely ſaith, the Atlanticks bore away the bell both for their pictie, and humanitie to ſtraungers; from all 
other Nations whatſoever,when there were ſcarcely not above 22 or 23 generations compleat, and manie parts 
of the earth not yetinhabited. Atlas had manie Sonns, but among the r<ſt, one famous for his pietie, juſtice, 
and courteſie to his ſubje&ts, His name was Heſperus, who aſcendiog vp to the top of Mount Atlas, to ſearch 
out dil;gently the courſe of the Starrs, was ona ſudden violently carryed away with winds , and appeared no 
more. So much Dyodorus ſpeaketh of him: but in my opinion (as I have ſaid) | finde he was Kingin lberis, into 


which at lift, he came with a proſperous winde, where he lived ſo prudently and religiouſly , that when he fled - 


into Erruria, being driven from thence by his brother , for his excellent wiſedome and prudence he was made 
Tutor to lens, and adminiftratourof the Kingdom, which offices Atlas his brother vndertooke. My pur- 
poſe thenis to followe this Atlas, a man ſo excelling ia erudition, humanitie, and wiſedome, (as from a loftie 
watch tower) to contemplate Coſmographie,as much as my ſtrength and abilitie will permit mee,toſec if per. 
adventure, by my diligence , I may finde out ſome truths in things yet vaknowne , which may ſerve tothe 
ſtudie of wiſedom. And as the world conteyneth the number of all things, the ſpecies order, harmonie, pro- 
portion, vertues and effects; ſo beginning from the creation: I will number all the parts thereof, ſo farre as me-

That Maſſe then firſt of all created of God , was clay 
and afuſible matter, not of diverſe natures but of one 
fimple,and indeviduallſubſtance and forme, having in 
it ſclfe the ſeminarie vertue of a terreſtriall, wateriſh 
and a cceleſtiall forme , and of all things which God

whole Chaos , and which from the beginning turned 
upon the Poles of the world. Sothat the firſt day,the 
Heaven and the motion thereof, together with the 
light begun to be created, For inthe 4. verſe it is laid, 
that God ſeparated the light from the darkeneſſe ; which 
could not make the day and the night,but by the col- 
leion of the light into one part of Heaven, and 
extending it in Paradife. Therefore, ſecing the day 
followeth the night, the creation of the light fell to 
be in that moity, which was under the Horizon of Pa- 
radiſe, where becomming more ſtrong and more col- 
leted, byits motion towards the Weſt, aſcended 
trom the Orientall part of Paradiſe above the Hori- 
zon thereof, and made the day. Butthe colleion of 
the ſubſtance ofthe Sun,ofche Moon and of the Stars, 
was not ly finiſhed till the fourth day: for Mo- 
ſesdeſcribeth the time when the workes were fully fi- 
niſhed, which dependeth,and is defined from the per- 
panned will of God. Yetthe Sun (which I have faid 

fore, Chapter the twelfr, ro be the heart of the 
world, even as the heart is in living creatures) ought

Among the townes thar of greateſt name, is 
Newport, the principall mercate rowne , called in 
times paſt Atedens, and rhe new Burgh of Meden, 
whereof the whole Countric is divided into Eaft-m*- 
den, and Weſt-meden,according to the ſituation caſt 
or weſtward. Brading is an other mercate Towne : 
Newton and Yarmouth,which have their Majors,and 
ſend Burgeſſes rothe Parliament. This Yarmouth and 
ſharpnore have Caſtles in them , which together with 
worllics fort , defend the Sea ſhoare towards the 
Northweſt. Juſt over againſt it ſcarcely two miles of, 
ſtandeth Hurſt, lying upon a neck of the Land , and 
looketh untothe Sea for the defence of Southham- 
onſhire. There is Qugrre , where was founded a 
unnerie in the yeere ot our Lord 1132. Gods hill, 
in whichJohn Worlley,creQed a Schoole for the trai- 
ning up of youth in learning: Welt-Cowe, and Eaft- 
cowe lye now ruinous , which King Henry the eight, 
built at the very entrie into Newport. Alſo on the. 
Norrth-caſt-ſide lyeth Sandam-Caſtle, furniſhed with 
great ordinance : neither are there any naturall de- 
tences wanting for the defence of this lle, for itis en- 
circled with acontinuall ridge , and arunning ( as it 
were) of craggieclifts. There are likewiſe under the 
water hidden ſtones, & every where there lye banks, 
ſhelves, and rocks dangerous for Sailers. Theſe rwo 
Hands lye ncere unto the Engliſh Coaſt. —_ the 
reſt, more weſtward, lye the two Ilands of Gerfey & 
Garnzey,which affront France, yet under the Crown 
ot England , and firſt of allupon the Coaſt of Nor- 
mandie, or the Lexoby , as one would fay LZitorales, 
that is, Coaſt-men. 'T his lle is zo miles or there a- 
bouts in Compaſle , fenced with Rocks and ſhelves, 
which are ſhalow places , dangerous for ſuch as faile 
that way. The ground is fertill enough, bearing plen- 
tie of ſeverall forts of Corne , and breeding Catle of 
divers kinds, but eſpecially Sheepe,and moit of them 
with faire heads,carrying toure hornes apeece, Plea- 
ſant for the greeneneſſe of many gardens, and Or- 


_ chards full ot Apple-trees, whereot they make wine 


ot apples, which they call Sidere, and the Engliſh 
Cider. And for that it is ſcarce of fuell in ſtead of fire 
wood, they uſe a kind of Sea weed,, which they call 
Vraic , deemed to be that facus Marinws which Plinie 
mentioneth , and groweth every where moſt plen. 
reouſly upon craggie Hands and on Rocks,which the 
gather in the woods, dry itin the Sun, which "ahead 
to burne, and with the aſhes thereof they dung com- 
monly thcir fields and fallows,to battle, & make them 
froirfull. It hath manie farmes, twelves Pariſhes, and 
a Caltle well provided called CHontorgueil, ſtanding 
upon a high hill, into which the King ſends a Gou- 
rernour, to governe anddefende the whole lle, 
Twentic miles from thence towards the North- 
weſt lycth Garnley , lying out Eaſt, and Weſt in the 
faſhon of a harpe, neither in greatnes nor it fruitful.

Forin the fartheſt our 
well ncere Eaſt no haven,but onthe hſide,ir 
admitteth a haven, within a hollow Bay in- 
ward like a halfe moon, able to receive tall ſhips, upon 
which Rtandeth Saint Peter, a little towne, built with 
along & narrow ſtreete, well ſtored with warlike mu- 
nition, and ever as any warre is toward, mightily re- 
leniſhed with Marchants. For by an ancient privi- 
os of the Kings of England, here isalwaies a con- 
tinuall truce as it were, and it is Lawfull for French- 
men and others , how hot ſoever the warre be , to re- 
paire hither too and fro, without daunger, & to main- 
raine entercourſe of wo in ſecuritie. The En- 
tranceinto the haven,whichis rockie , is fortified on 
both ſides with 2 Caſtles. Onthe lett hand there 1s an 
ancient Bulwark or Blockhouſe , & on the right hand 
over againſt it ſtandethan other upon a high rock , & 
the ſame at every high wateris compaſſed about with 
the Sea: which in Queene Maries dayes, S*. Leonard 


 Chamberlan, Gouvernour of the lland , as alſo under 


Queene Elizabeth (of blefſed memorie) S*, Thomas 
Leighton his Succefſour , cauſed to be tortified wit! 
new works, For here lyeth for rhe moſt part the Gou- 
vernour of the Iland , and the garniſons Souldiers , 
whowill in no hand ſuffer any Frenchmen, and woe- 
men toenterin. 'The natives of theſe two llands, are 
originally Normands, or Britans, and ſpeake French, 
The one and the other hath this Vraic for their bur- 
ning fuell, or Sea Cole whichthey bring to them out 
of England , and every where they havein the Sea & 
waters a multitude of fiſh, Theſe Ilands with others 
ing abour them, belonged in old time tothe Duke- 
me of Normandie , but when as Henry the firſt 
King of England, had vanquiſhed his brother Roberr 
inthe yeerof our Lord 1108. he annexed that Duke- 
dome, andtheſe llands unto the Kingdome of Eng- 
land. Since which time they have continued firme in 
Loyaltie unto England,even when Iohn King of Eng- 
land being endited for murthering Arthur his ne- 
phew; was by adefinitive fentence,or arreft of confiſ. 
cation, deprived of his right in Normandie, which he 
held in chiefe of the French King : yea moreover, 
when the French had (eiſed ups theſe lles, he through 
the fairhfull affeQtion of the people, recouvered them 
twiſe. Neither reyolted they when Henry the third 
Ring of England, had for a - Sears of money ſurren- 
dredover, his whole right , andintereft in Norman- 
die : andeyerfince they have with commenda- 
tions of their Conſtancie perſiſted faithfull unto the 
Crowne of England, and are the onely remainders 
that the Kings of England have of their ancient in- 
heritance from William the Conquerour, and of the 
Dutche of Normandie. The Frenchin the reigne of 
King Edward the IIII. ſeized upon them, but through 
the valour of Richard Harlfton, Yaled ofthe Crowne 
args ms him in theſe daycs ) they were 
ly difleized, andthe King in recompence of his 
valourous ſervice , gave fro, Foc the Captaineſhip , 
both of rhe Iland and of the Caſtle. As touching

Their 
habiris afrer the German faſhion , not inconvenient to 
their meanes and eſtate. Their rtraffique conſiſte in a 
kinde of courſe claoth which they ſcllto thoſe of Nor- 
way,asalſoin akinde of oile which they draw out ofthe 
bowels of certaine fiſhes, likewiſcin botter &in fiſhing. 
The boares which they fiſhwithall,arc but ſmall veſſels 
which they get ready made froNorway. The fiſh which 
they take, they partly ſalt & partly dricthem: from the 
falethereof, they ger mony, topay their tributes with- 
all, & ro fourniſhthem their dwelling, houſhold ſtoffe & 
agreat partof theirliving. Thoſe whichare ſomewhat 
curicux in their houſholding , uſe ſome ſilver among 
others veſſels. In their Mcfure , Numberand Weight 
they follow the praftice of the Germans. Their lan- 
guage alſo draweth necre to that of the Germans or 
che Gothes. They are not given to drunckeneſfle; 
onely that oncea month they haue their meetings and 
banquetings one with an other, wherein they arc mer- 
#4 rogether and cheer themſclues in ſuch fimplicitic, 

at noe quarrel or the like vice , that uſe to follow 
drunkeneſle, is found amongſt them: and keepe onely 
this cuſtome, as they perſuade themſclues, for the cn- 
rertainement of muruel loue and fellowſchip. How 
holeſome the aire and complexion of this countric be, 
may appeare by one Lexrenzius who lived yet in our 
daycs. This man being aboue hondertycares of age, 
was yet ſo vigourous that he married awife: and being 
honderrand forthic yeares old, went yet with his boar 
a fiſhing ina moſtrude and rempeſtuous Sea; andis but 
latcly difccaſed, nor ſo much by the violence of any 
likenefle, as by the ripeneſle of his age.

Ireland hath had heretofore manie 
Kings, but hath a long time and at this day beene ſub- 
je& tothe Kings of England, andis gouverned by a 
Vice-Roy called the Lord iDepuric , it fell into the 
hands of the Engliſh 1 x75 when as Roderick king of 
Connacht, called himſelfe king of all Ireland, and fee- 


| king to make hitnſelfe king of the whole Ile, fought 


againſt the other kings. When King Heary the le- 
cond having gathered a power togetherin the yeere 
of Chriſt 1172ſailedover intoIreland , and obtained 
the Princely tittle of the Soveraigne rule of this I- 
land. Forthe States of Ireland paſſed freely overun- 
to him all rheirrule & without any bl 
ſo, that ever fince the kings of En have beene 
called Lords of Ireland, untill Henrie the eight was 
called king by the States and Lords of Ireland , be- 
cauſe the name of Lord grew odious to ſome ſedi- 
tious perſons. : 
But now evet fince that Ireland became ſubje&t 
unto England , the kings of England have ſent over 
thither to manage the State of the Realms their Re- 
gents or Vice-gerents, whome they tearmed in thoſe 
writings and letter patents of theirs (whereby autho- 
rity and juriſdiction is committed unto them) firſt 
keepers of Ireland , then afterward according as it 
pleaſed them Juſtices of Ireland, Lieutenants & De- 
puties, which authoritie and juriſdiction of theirs is 
very large,ample and royall, whereby they had r 
ro make warre, to conclude e , tobeſtowall Ma- 
giſtracies and Offices , except a very few, topardon 
all crimes, unlefſe they be ſome of high rre , to 
dub knights, &c. Theſe letter patents when any one 
entreth upon this honorable place of government are 
publikely read,and after a folemne oth taken in a ſer 
forme of words before the Chancellour, the ſword is 
delivered into his hands, whichis to be borne before 
him, he 3s placed in achaire of Eſtate, having ſtanding 
by himthe Chancellour of the Realme, thoſe of the 
privie Councell, the Peeres and Nobles of t he king- 
_— of Armes, a Sarjant of Armes and 
other officers of State. And verelythere is not(looke 
throughout all Chriſtendome againe)any other Vice- 
Roy, that cometh neerer untothe Majeſtic of a king: 
whether you regard his juriſdiftion and authoritie or 
his traine, furniture,and proviſion. There be affiſtanr 
unto him in Councill the Lord Chancellour of the 
Realme, the Treaſurer ofthe kin , and others 
ot the Earles, Biſhops, Barons and Judges which are 
of the privic Councell, For Ireland hath the very 
ſame degree of Stares that England hath namely 
Earles, Rarons, Knights, Eſquires, &c.

know they are to have a third part of their hu $ 
goods, and the reſt to be equally diſtributed among 

s children, but thoſe that are mightieft be it Uncle 
or Nephew,carrie often the right of inheritance from 
the children, There women are much commended 
for the mannerof their mourning , fitting in the cor- 
ners of ſtreets, lifting up their hands,and crying pitti- 
tully when her hus or one of her kindred ies a 
dying, with Sighs and Hoones propper thereunto,in 
ſecking to keep the Soule from departing in ripping 
upthe Riches, Women, Beautie, the tame of their 
parents, their trends , horſe, cattaile, and asks the 
Soule why, and whether it will goe , complayning of 
the ingratitude thereof; and after it is departed out 
of the bodie, rhey lament with dolcfull cryes , aad 
clapping of their hands. As for their meates , they 
tced willingly upon herbes , and water-crefſes,” eſpe- 
cially upon muſhromes, ſhamroots,and rootes;ſo that 
Strabo not without good cauſe ſaid, they were caters 
of herbes. They delight alſoin butter, temperate with 
ote-meale in milke, whey , Bcete-broth, & cate fleſh 
ofrentimes without any bread at all. As forthe Corne 
they have there , they lay it up for their horſes pro- 
vender, for whome they have a ſpeciall care,yet ſome 
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of them make'good fi ,for though they have not 
ſuch ere. nds & are not ſo neate,and 
ntile as they arc in the Townes at their meales, yet 
their tables nevertheleſſe are furniſhed yith beefe , 
ce, and other meates, which the Seaſon afforderh; 
they love fatt porke above all other meats. Ar their 
meales they fit apon ſmall beds : the firſt place is gi- 
ven to the Miſtris of the houſe , with long haire han- 
ing downe, and weare along ſhagg mantle downe to 
Per heeles,which is commonly yealow, and at ſupper 
have commonly a blinde harper, tomake them mer- 
rie. They uſe hnnen ſhirts exceeding large, with wide 
fleeves, and hanging fide downe to their very knees, 
which they ſteine with Saffron. They have ſhort wol- 
len jackets, plaine breeches , & cloſe to their thighs ; 
over theſe they caſt their mantles , orpeenh 
adeepe fringed purple, and fer out deintely with ſun- 
dry coullours within, which they lap themſelves in the 
night , and ſweetly fleepe on the very ground, Their 
women caſt oyer their fide garment , that they weare 
downe tothe foote , and with elnes of ſendall rowled - 
upin wreathes , they rather loath then adorne their 


. heads, like as they doe their ,neckes,with chames,and 


Carkaneth, and their armes withBraſlets, Theſe are 
the manners of the wild Iriſh , who fince the later 
reigneof Queene Elizabeth, and King Jeames , both 
of bleſſed memorie; & now under the Gouyernmeat 
of our Soveraigne King Charles, they are much-re- 
formedand civilized,and have good orders and man; 
ners among them , which they have learned of the 
Engliſh in theſepeaceable times, that inhabit in moſt 
parts of Ireland.

It hath alſoa great number of In- 
habitantrs, which deale in merchandiſc, in which tra- 
ding they ſhow themſclycs wiſe and circumſpect , and 
husbands, & caſt uptheir accounts ſojudicially, 
that in a ſhort time, they grow rich by their comerce, 
*There is not a Bankroute in it,or aU furer, who ſeckes 
by exchange, to coufin,or deceive, orto exhauſt mo- 
ney or goods from the Citizens, They are gentill, 
of humanity;ſober, given to hoſpitality, very pit- 
tyfull , and to be briefe, willing to contribute, both 
to publick and perticular affaires. In theſe parts alſo 
lycth Limirick, hos the third ranke , which never. 
thelefſe ought to give place to none , for the faire 
ſituation of the place & commodiouſnefle of the Ri- 
ver : itis watered by the River Shanon, the Prince of 
all the Rivers in Ireland. Ir lies 60 miles diſtant from 
the Sea: and yet the mariners withtheir ſhiping, come 
upto the very walles of it, andthere is nodanger of 
rocks,or ſhelves in comming upto it, King John for. 
tifyed it with a Caſtle. It is a very famous mart-towne 
and a Biſhops Sca of Monſter, and at this day is coun- 
redtwotownes: the upper wherein ſtand the Cathe-

' King Jeames of bleſſed memorie , for his honorable 
and faithfull ſervice done to his Prince and Countrie 
created and inveſted him with the honour of Earle of 
Corke;a man of large and great poſſeſſions, both here 
& in other partsof Lreland, At the mouth of the Ri- 
ver Bany in a fertile Soile, and well wooded, ſtandeth 
Kinfale , a very commodious port and a towne forti. 
fied with old walles, under whichin the yeere 160r 
the Kingdome of Ireland laye a bleeding, andpurir 
was upon the hazard, as it were of one calt of a die, 
whether it ſhould be ſubje& to England or _ : 
what time as the Iland was endangered, both with 
forraine , and inteſtine warre: for eight thouſand old 
trained Souldiers , under the condut. of Don John 
John d'Aquila, had on aSudden ſurpriſed and forti- 
tyed it, confident upon the cenſures , and excommu- 
nications of Pius the fifrh , Gregorie the x111 & Cle. 
ment they111., Popes of Rome diſcharged like thun« 
derbolts upon Queene Elizabeth, and preſuming con- 
fidently upon the ayd of that Arch-Rebell Tir-oen, 
and his Crue, who had ſent for them under a 
ſhew of reſtoring religion. Burt Sir Charles Blunt, 
Baron Montjoy Lord ie, drew her Majeſties 
forces together, preſently belaidir round about, both 
by Seaand Land : albeit, his Souldiers were tired, toi. 
led out, and the ſeaſon of the yeere moſt incommo. 
dious, as being mid-winter: & withall made head alſo 
againſt the Rebells , whom the Earle of Tir-oen, 6- 
Donel, Mac-Gwyre, and Mac-Mahound had raiſed, 
& gotten together, & with ſuch valour , & fortitude, 
ſo;tortunately daunted and reprefled rheir

Inthis Countie the 
famibe of the Curcies flouriſticd in ancient times 
deſcended from a brother of John Curcy an Engliſh 
man, that ſubdued Ulſter. Beneath Corke the River 
Saxeren parteth in twaine, cnvironeth a very large, 8 
aplcaſant land , over againſt the principall dwelling 
houſe of that moſt ancient and nokls tamillies of the 
Barries, which thereupon is called Barry-Court. For 
that famihie 1s derived from Robart de Barry an En- 
gliſhman, a perſonage of great worth and renowned : 
whonot withſtanding chooſe rather among the firſt 
to be chicte indeed, than to ſceme chicte , who in the 
winning of Ireland received, wounds , and hurts , and 
the firſt man he wasinlreland,that manned& brought 
the hauke to hand. His polteritic by their long ap- 
proved loyaltic , & martiall prowefle, deſerved tore- 
ccive of the kings of England, firſt the title of Barron 
Barry;afre $ of Vi-count Butiphant, & fortheir 
lands, and wealth, got among the people the 
urname Barry-More, that is, Barry the great, The

bours and havens. As Saveren watereth the nether 
part of this Countrie; ſo Brood-water called in times 
paſt Aven-more, that is, the great River , moiſteneth 
the upper, upon which inhabited the noble familic of 
Roch, which being tranſplanted out of England , hath 
e up, and proſpered here very well, and nowen- 
zoyeth the title of Vi-Count Fermoy. Neere unto 
the mouth of this River ftandeth Admor , a litle 
towne, called, becauſe it lyeth neere the Sea. Alſo 
Yogall no great towne, but walled round about, built 
infaſhion ſome what long, and divided into two parts: 


the which is the greater part, ſtretching out 


Nort ,hath a Church in it, and without the wall 
alitle Abbey, called North Abbey : the nether part 
reaching Southward, called the Baſe-towne , had alſo 
an Abbey,called South Abbey: the commodiouſneſſe 
of the haven, which hatha well fenced Kay , belon» 
ging untoit,and the fruitfulneſſe withall ofthe Coun- 
rrie adjoyning, draweth Marchants unto it , ſo as itis 
well fi ed, andinhabited, yea & hatha Majour 
for the Magiſtrate, Thus farre in theſe dayes 
reacheth the Countie of Corke, which in times paſt 
was counted a Kingdome, and went » Contey- 
ning within it Deſmond alſo. Aud thus much in

land and Denmarke. Norway offers it ſelfe firſt of all un- 
to us, whereof the Ry is not obſcure, for it is 
compounded of Ner, which fignifieth North, and of 
weg,which betokeneth a way,as the way or Northerne 
rra&. It is bounded on the Southſide with Deamarke, 
Weſtward the Ocean Sea beateth upon ir,on the Ealt- 
ſide with the Dofrine Mountaines, by which it is Juone 
from Swerbland, and Northward with Lapland , ſepara- 
red from it i the high,and moſt troubleſome Moun. 
taines, which are alwayes couvered with ſnow, All 
that part which lyeth Weſtward, is full of rocks, and 
ſharp flints, having noe paſſage,or way through them. 
Itis alſo very ftomie in the South-<quarter , eſpecially 
inthoſe places, which lye neereſt to Cherſoneſws, or the 
Biland of the Cimbres, from whence it isdiſtant 250 
miles by a ſpace: bur all that tract ,*"which looketh as 
well towards the Weſt , as towards the South hath a 
remperare aire, for there the Sca freeſeth nor, neither 
doe the ſnowes lye long. The Countrie is none ofthe 
tertileſt, bur yet ſufficerh to nouriſh her owne Inhabi- 
tants : neverthelefſe , ic aboundeth in Cattaile and in 
many wilde beaſts. Among the reſt there are white 
Beares of a huge greatnefle, and likewiſe Beavers, or 
Caftors with other Beaſts innumerable. This Coun- 
trie is exceedingly troubled with certaine litle beaſts, 
whichthey call Zemmers, having foure fecte,about the 
bigneſſe of a mouſe , and a skinne of divers coulours , 
the Inhabitants ſay they drop our of the clouds in 
rempeſteous weather, they devoure like Locuffs every 
greene thing on the Earth, andart a certaine time, dic 
allinh rogether, aud with their ſtinck ſo poyſon 
the ales, ares poore people are long after troubled 
with the Iaundis , and with a giddinefle in their head. 
In the yeere of Chriſt x>cc. or there abouts. The 
Norwegians, which called th:mſelves allo Normands, 
toſſed upand downe with civill broyles, having aban- 
doned their owne Countrie with ,jntent ro ſeeke out 
new habitations did vexe by their ir.curſios the Coun- 
rries of Saxonie, Frizeland,Scotland, Ireland,England, 
Gaule and Flaundres, ruinating Amicns, Arras, Cam- 
bray, Terrovenna, Liege, Tonger,Culleni, Aken, and 
many other towney , which they pur to fire and fword.

For atpo 1522 
it was ſeene very plainely above the water, being Wre- 
thed round, and as they could gefſe a farre off , it was 
50 cubits lovg. After which ſight King Chriſtian was 
expulſed and driyen out of his Kingdome. For the 
reſt , that part of the Coaſt of Norway , (which lyes 
Southweſt , whoſe h could never be ſounded) is 
much troubled inthe ſpringrime with Whales, againſt 
whoſe furic the Mariners take the oyle of Beavers 
ſtones, and mingle it with a little water, which is a ve- 
ry reſent remedie, againſt them for afſoone as they 
any of it into the Sea, theſe creatures drive downe 
intothe botome of rhe Sea, and are ſeene no more. In 
the Sealying upon this Coaſt , there is a wonderfull 
rich fſherie, chiefly for Cod & Stokfiſh , which by the 
coldneſſe being ſtretched out and hung upon Powles, 
grow hard _ are ſent out in great abundance from 


them into other Countries of Europe, From thence ; 


comes alſo coſtly skinnes, Tallow-butter , Leathers, 
Traine-oyles, melted pitch, oken Beames, Gall-nurs, 
Malts for ſhipping , plankes and ſawne boords, which 
are ſould there with great benifite. The Inhabitants 
of this Countrie are of a good nature and diſpoſition, 
ſimple, loving Straingers , good houſckeepers , and 
charitable, and have no Theeves , nor piratz among 
then.

UECIA, or Sweden, it ſcems ſo called from 
the Saions, and Sivons, which were a people of 
the Sweds, fituated ncere the German Ocean, & 
likely to be thoſe, whome in our age we call the 


Sweds , or Swectans onely by changing of ſome letters. . 


Itisanacicnt, & avery large Kingdome ,being boun- 
ded Weſtward with Norway, Northward with Lap- 
land and Bodia, Eaſtward with Finland, ſeparated by 
the Bodian Gulph, and is devided from Liefland by 
the Sea, and from Gothland Southward, ſituated un- - 
der the longitudeof 45 degrees, and of latitude 64 
and 65, The aire is commonly very cleare , and con- 
ſequently all Swethland healrtull, tor the aire is not fo 
ſharpe, nor the cold ſo vehement and inſupportable , 
but that it is to be endured, though in ſome places, 
there be marſhes , and ſtanding pooles, which ſend 
forth a thick aire, from which many foggs, and miſts 


ariſe, Itis well one of the fruittulleſ(t Soles of all the 


Northerne parts, and beareth abundance of Corne, & 
owe There is alfo great ſtore of honey,coltly turrs, 

ilver, coper, lead, ſteele and yron; and neere vato Sla- 
bourg, they finde pure filver, which is not mixed with 
any other mettle. It aboundeth alſo wondertully in 
fiſh, takeninthe Sea, in Lakes and Rivers : yet not- 
withſtanding indivers places ir is full of craggie moii- 
taines, moiſt, & many mooriſh grounds, which makes 


' fome parts of this Countrie, yceld lefle Corne,, and 


fewer fruits than in the others. 

The Provinces of Swethland are divers , fome Go. 
ia in the Capi. 
tall, Weſt.Gorhia , ſeparated from the Eaſterne part 
by the old Lake, Scareis one of the townes , where 
the Biſhop reſides. Southerne Gothea or Smalland, 
Tuichy, and Verenda, whereot Vexio is the chiefe 
Towne, Mering , andthe lle of Ocland , defended by 
the tortreſſe called Borgholm , the others are belon- 
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ing to Norway, and Swethland, as Opland , whereof 
Foal , fituared upon the River mo the midſt of 
Swethland , is the Arch-Epi Sea, andthe pub. 
licke Univerſitie. $ockbolwmis a Citie much commen. 
ded, for the great trading that is in it, forthe Kings 
Court being ſituated upon a marſh as Venice is, and 
built upon piles ſtruck ipto the muddie water. They 

oe thether out of the Eafterne Sea , through the 

reight, and deepe chanell of Meter, which is ſo broad 
at the entrance into it, that ſhips fraughted may come 
in, without ſtricking rheir ſailes. Uponthe ſourherne 
ſhore of Meer, the townes of Southmanie, Telgo, Strex- 
genes a Biſhops Sea, and the Fort of Gripsholme lye, but 
Nericie Orebo is the chifeſt Fortrefſe, Weltward lye 
che Countrie of Weſtmanie, & the townes of Areſia and 
Arboga ſtand upon the Lake. Beyond them more weſt. 
ward lyeth Weſterne Delia, Ealterne and Solies Datia 
ſo called from the Lake So/4on,whichthree Provinces, 
with the greateſt part of the Mountainous Provinces, 
areall under the charge of the Biſhop of Sarss.In them 
there are minerall Veines , which reach Eaſtward, 
as farre as the Baltick Sea, and tothe ſtreight of Hel. | 
finga, and Gioflian, and turning Weſtward h 
Vermelland, right rowards the Weſternc Ocean, with- 
out breaking off or diſcontinuing, out of which they 
digg ſome ſilver , copper , lead , yron ſteele and Brim- 
ſtone.

cond, was the firſt that conttituted a nr2y 70 nr in 
this lle, and ordained liberall maintenance tor it by a 
perpetuall ſucceſſion from others. The Rivers of 
Denmarke are Egidora, commonly called the Eyder. 
It ſeparateth the Freezes fromthe Ditmarchians,and 
then diſc hit ſelfe intothe Engliſh Sea, & Store 
full of fiſh, laden with Veſſels, which ſpringing out of 
the botrome of Holſatia , accommodateth manic 
townes, and the faire & ſumptuous houſe of the Ran. 
ſous Bredenberg, and then with others runneth into 
the Elve. The Balticke Sea, which wee made before 
the limit of the langdome of Denmarke Eaftward,is 
called at this day Belts of Balcheus, which is a telt or 
Cincture of warre; becaulc it roundeth, and embra- 
 ceththe one and the other Peninſulas or Bilands, It 
ſeemes that Tacitus calleth it Slow, or Drowſie, trom 
the effect ſaith Ortelius, becanſe it is not troubled & 
tollſed as other Seas are, for you ſhall ſcarcely ſee it 
ebbe and flowe, as thoſe affirme, who oftentimes have 
failed upon it , but the motion and flowings thereof, 
goe commonly from the Eaſt to Weſtward. Rea. 
ching further, it devidethitſelfe into two armes : on 
the left hand lyeth that fide which betweene Swe- 
den and Bodia , and the other betweene Finland and 
rig _ is called oe  Srevr _ 
iltrogore , lying uv reight of the Sound, 
hath a yak Caftle S oair,called Cronebourg,which 
ſtandeth there for the defence of the furtheſt of 
the Ie of Zeland. Fredrick the ſecond King oF Dew- 
marke layde the foundations of this Caftle within the 
Sea, with an infinite charge , ſinking into the botome 
of the water a great number of huge ſtones, & great 
flints, locked together with great oken beames, well 
taſtned r with ſuch cunning, skill, and arrifiſe, 
that the violent beating & raging of the Sca againſt

them, how great ſtormes of wind , thunder and 1; 
ning, ſoever there come, they ſtand firme , and the 
billowes breake againſt theſe hard materiales. All the 
workmanſhip of this Caſtle is wrought with admirable 
Symmetric and is within adorned, with Conclaves , 
Chambers, brave Galleries, all hung with Tappiſtrie, 
which repreſent inotderallthe Kings of Denmarke. 
The rootes are couyered with plates of Copper, and 
the walles pol: with free-ftones. In the Citie of 
Londen, there isa clock made with great art, which 
call S.Lawrances , ſer in the lower part of the 
Church, whece is ſeene atable taftned ro the wall , 
drawne out by a number of circles of divers coulours, 
wherein evidently is ſhowne by ſignes, and markes, 
the yeere,the month, the weeke 
throughout the whole yeere, and the moveable feaſts 
and certaine: beſides that , it ſhoweth the motion of 


the lights, the Sunne and the Moone, and whar place 


of the Zodiaque they are in every day,withtheir hou- 
ſesthe one oppoſite to the other, Now this is forthe 
outward part, but within it,al things are carried about 
with certaine engins , and turning wheeles made ex- 
preſſe thereunto, & for a ſurplus by an arrificiall cun- 
ning, whenſoevyer the clock ſtrikerh, there are two 
Statures comes out upon thus table, repreſenting two 
Knights, armedde Cap en pied, which ilt, and runne 
one againſt an other as often, as the great clock which 
is hungin the ſteeple , ſtriketh. And which is more 
admirable, in the midſt of this table there is ſer upon 
athronethe picture of the Virgin Marie, holding a 
babe in her boſom, on both fides of her are two gates, 
and under her feete a Theaterin the forme of a De- 
my Circle,the Arch whereof turnethrowards the Be- 
holders. Within there is alſo an Engine , with the pi- 
&turs of the three wiſe men ofthe kaſt,every ofthem 
having his Page z in turningof this Engine , which is 
done at the pleaſure of him that hath charge over ir, 
theſe Images advance themſelves , before whome 


there comes out a Herault, with anaced ſword in his - 


hand, & threatning makes athruſt atthe left gate. Ar 
the opening whereof the parties comes forth, when 2 
trumpets ſound tantara : that wiſe man which cometh 
out firſt, walketh up and downe in a ſtately and mag. 
nificent manner upon the Theater; then comming to 
the Virgin Maric,he falleth downe ina moſt reverend 
manner, ro adore her , which the others likewiſe doe.

Beſide, on that fide which the Balticke 
Sea beateth upon Holfſatia, and the Duchie of Slef- 
wick , ir maketh many gulphes, which giveth much 
helpe to thoſe of the Countrie,to make a fate harbour 
retreate for Marchants, and Sea-men, beating in 
with ſtormes and tempefts : In diyers places whercof, 
there are great ſtore of fiſh taken, eſpecially Saulmos, 
it is a plaine Countrie , which ſc riſeth up in 
hills, and the beſt part that ſhewerh it ſelfe betweene 
them, hathapleaſant fituation,and is much commen- 
ded both for the teſtimonies of warre, where that no- 
ble Lord Henry of Ranſow was flaine, betweene Lu- 
bec and Hambourg , two townes. It hath a 
notable Caſtle of great antiquitie , and merit from 
him that firſt built ir, fituated atthe foote oftheCirie. 
There are ſuch anumber of woods, that they couver 
the ground, chiefly in Dirzmarchia, in which ſtand 
Borcholr, Burgholc, Alverdorpenholt, Reſenwald, & 
many others. Thoſe of Holfatia had in times paſt 48

ſtants they havea Secretarie, or Commiſlarie of the 
Preſident of the bodice of Hollſatia, He which is on 
the Kings behalte is ordinarily made Gouvernour of 
Sticnbourg , and he whome the Duke putteth in, is 
Gouvernour of Gottorpe: but the ſabjeQs may ap- 
pealetothe Prince, and the Counſellours of both the 
Duchie of Slefwick and Holſatia , bur to no higher 
Court. They have acertaine written Law,with a litle 
alterations not much unlike the common-Law, made 
by Henry Ranſow, the Kings Lieutenant, Sigefrid 
Ranſow , heretofore Lord of Nienhouſe , the Lord 
Adam Traziger , andthe Lord Eraſmus Kirflemy,ac- 
cording to which all ſuits, and controverſies are cn- 
ded , and penall puniſhments inflicted upon offen- 
dours. Holſatia hath foure degrees of States, Nobles, 
Clergic-men,Citizens,and Husband-men, which are 
oftwo ſorts, ſome enjoye their lands,and goods by in- 
heritance,and are Free-holders: the others are bound 
underthe rights of hundreds, of ſervice, of Taxes & 
impoſitions, The Nobles or Gentrie , hold their Ca- 
ſtles and Lands, by ſuperiour right meane , and infe.

to him in this manner, goe gett thee intothe other 
World, where thou ſhalt domineere over the Duches, 
as they have domineered overthee in this world, ſuch 
was heretofore the idolatrie, and ſuperſtition of this 
nation : but afterward in the dayes of Fredrick the 
Emperour,they received firſt theChriftian faith,they 
account it a ſhame to worke much . The woemen 
borne in this region, are full of pride and love to goe 
in gewgaw apparell, but foroutlandiſh woemen, ” 
ſcorne and di{dayne chem, and muſt forſooth be called 
Madames, or Ladies,neither will they doe any houſe- 
witrie: for inthe winter they ride upon fleades, and in 
the fummerare rowed up and downe the Rivers in 
boates, The chicfeſt of them drinke Methegline , 
Beare and Reniſh wine, of which the meaner ſort ger 
but alictle : the woemen disfigure themſelves , and 
ſpoile their bewric by their undecent , and'uncomely 
rayment. The commodities which are tranſported 
out of Liefland, are theſe: waxe,honey, aſhes, pitch, 8 
tarre, flaxe, hempe,divers ſorts of the furrs of wilde 
beaſts, hides, leather, and every yeere there is great 
ſtore of Rye brought out of it. 

And ſcingwe are now a deſcribing of Liefland, I 
hope it will not be taken inill part, thatI make alittle 
mentionof the Ware-wolves , or Mankind-wolves , 
which are reported to be here in abundance , becauſe 
there are ſome writers that hold this to be credible , 
among the reſt , Olaw Magnwe affirmeth it to be true, 
thatin this Countrie every yeere there are ſome men, 
that turne themſelves into Wolves. We neverthe. 
lefſe with Plixie (as we have ſpokenthereofin Ireland) 
hold theſe things for fables, thinking rather,that my 
are poſſeſſed with that malignant deſeaſe of blac 
melancoly , which the Phyſicians call Lycantbropia , 


which cauſeth ſuch fantomes inthem , that they ima- 
gine themſelves to be transformed into Wolves, and 


fomuch concerning Liefland.

& ditch, they called ,built a Citice, & the Kings 
ſeate upon it ſonamed , which they alſo called Tarts- 
res o_ Their King held aliance,and was in fo- 
lemne league & confederacic with the Turke, after 


he had expulſed his bretheren, and prefled hard the | 


Citie of Caphs, having cacamped his Army before 
ir , and he and his two Children were cut of by 
his Councellours corrupted by his Ennemies, leaving 
behinde him an ie teſtimonie of his amitie 
with the O/tomans. For, he being dead the Tartarians 
rill then were free,and unſubdued, how good fellowes 
and bretheren they ſeemed to be tothe Otromans,at 
laſt were made ſubje, and became tributaric. And as 
other of the Turkiſh Provinces, were forced to re- 
ceive for their Gouvernours, not a King , but a Beg/er- 
by, that is, a Vice-Roy,ſothey had one put overthem, 
which gouverned themat the Turkes pleaſure, Now 
beſide Caſes, and 4frecan,two Kingdomes of the Tar- 
rars,that manured the earth, & dwelt in houſes, which 
are ar this ſubje co the Muſcovice ; befide the 
Precopians there are other ian Tartars, which

It 
lyerh upon the Sea-coalt, & hath a very commodiolsy 
haven, and well provided, yee may fee beſides,that in 
thetime of the Genawayes it was very rich , and had 
front een unto it ; but after it fell into the Turkes 
: they ſo penned up the Italian Chriſtians , and 
uſedthem fo baſely , that now there remaineth note- 
ſtimonies of their riches ; and this Citie for the moſt 
part hath loſt her priſcaine glorie, and ſplendor, The 
Chriſtian Churches layd flat with the ground , their 
houſes ruinated , their walles and turrets demoliſhed, 
whereupon there were engraven many Geneva in- 
{criptions, all caſt downe, andis now inhabired by the 
Turks, Arrians, Jewes, and a few Italians, and Gree- 
kiſh Chriſtians, and yet mainteyneth it ſelfe in ſome 
reputation; becauſe of the trafick, whichis jn it, and 
the goodnefle of the haven, lying ſo well torthe com- 
merce of this Byland : the ſoile beareth an infirire 
number of Fraits, of Vines, andof fine gardens. Be. 
fide Capha, there are Precopia, which the ancient Gre. 
cians called Eupatoria, Pompeiolu, Sacer Lucus , Dromon, 
or Achilles Courſe , or Grecida , Heraclewm or Heracles , 
which artrthe firſt was bur an obſcure Yi , anda 
Caſtle of ſtone, ill fortifyed lying in the of the 
Taurick, or Scythian Cherſoneze, wherein the Prin» 
ces of the Tartars, or Chams, as they call them, as 
Kings , and ſupreame Lords have a perperuall 
Palatinate, which they terme Begum, or Perecopenſe 
of all, who keepeth diligently the paſſages alwell of 
the Rivers Boryſthencs, as of the Taxaw, and of all the 
neighbouring lmits, and is appointed to gouverne 
over all thoſe Tartarians,which inhabite in the cham. 
pians of Perecopia, and beſide ther Collovia, a place 
of good trading, fituated on the right hand of Pere- 
copia, ſome ſeven miles diſtant from it: the Chem bath 
hath there a" continuall Gouvernour of his owne, 


There is alſo /ngermenum, which hath a Fortrefle of 


ſtone, a Temple, and a Ya#/t under the faid Fortreſle, 
and right over a__ ir many notable things , carved 
in ſtone done with great art, and marvellous cunning, 
for it ſtandeth upon alarge and a very high Mount , 
which made the Turks to give it this name, becauſe 
of the Caves and Yaults that are under it, which was a 
towne heretofore in great _ rich, and famous, 
Cherſoneſe, or Corſunum is the moſt ancient Citic of 
the Tauricks, which the Turkes call Sars Germenums, 
orthe yellow Fortreſſe, tor in this quarrer , the Soile 
a yellow earth.

Cerawmis a towne belon- 
ging tothe Tartarians , under the juriſiCtion of the 
Chams, which lyeth obſcure, and lowe , fituated upon 
the mouth of Mears, and upon that ſtraight, which he 
nameth the Cimmerian «, and the Tartars call 
it, a towne a Caltle fortityed witha very ancient, 
large, anda lofriewall, and for the la c & repu- 
tationthereof, differeth much from the other townes 
vf the Mediterranean Tauricke. This towne in the 
times betore the comming in of rhe Genuwayes into 
Taurick, ſcemeth to have beene inhabited , and ma- 
nured with a great number of Mahomizan people, which 


came thether out of Afia: forthe ancient Mahomitan 


Temples ſtand aſwell within, as withour it in great 
number, having Chaldean Charadters cngraven in great. 
{tones: it appeareth by the ruins thereof, and by the 
large circuit of thisplace, that in times paſt, it hath 
beene a very famous Citie , and was much inhabited 
by theſe people. The Cham hath a Mint in this towne, 
and alſo a Fortreſſe wherein the Chams Concubines 
are > 4 "TO wc even as long as they live: then 
the turthermoſt part ofthis region,ſtandeth the 
itic Tana, where the Tanas falleth into the Sea; rhe 
Ruſſians callit Xqzc, whichis aplace of great trading 
forall the Eaſterne nations, whether all come to buy 
and fell at their pleaſure; there are ſome other townes 
befide, The Rivers which water it, are great & man 
falling downe from the next Mountaines ; the chicte 
are Borylthenes, commonly called the Nieper, having 
a moſt deepe, 8& a ſwift ſtreame, which running from 


. the North, talleth into the boſome,or River Carcinis, 


which atterward diſchargethit ſelfe in Ponew Fuxinus 
upon Oczacovis, Dom, Ariel, Samara, and many others. 
The Cimmerian Boſphorus , whereof wee have ſpoken 
even now , reacheth unto this Cherſoneſe, and is a 
ſtreight,which ſeparateth Europe from Aſiaabout the 
breadth of two thouſand paces , - 5594 the Pala 
Meotide runneth, and diſchargeth itſelfe intothe Pon- 
tick-Seaz itis called Cimerian of the Bimmerians , who 
inhabited the coldeſt part thereot. The Palwe Meo- 
ride,lyeth necre untothe mouth of Phaſes, which recci.- 
veth the Tanas intoit, called by the Scythians the Mo- 
therot the punt, inregard chiefly of the abundance 
of waters, which fall into it , running out of the Cim- 
merian Boſphorw, and from divers other places, which 
make this Palws fo to ſwell, that they overflow the 
ſhoars, and banks thereof, by receiving many Rivers 
intoit : this Palws aboundeth infiſh, & likewiſe Pont 
Eaxinw, whereof the rpart of the water is freſh, 
and the lower part brackiſh, at the firſt it was called 
Axenus Inhboſpitaliter,or according to Sophoclus Apox- 
inw, cither becauſe no ſhipping could come to it, or 
elſe becauſe of the Barborous Scythians,which dwelt 
there, and flew and murthered all Forraincrs & New. 
commers into it. The Mountaines are very craggic , 
and troubleſome ro clime and paſle, eſpecially tho'e, 
which divide the Cherſoneſe in the midit , there are di- 
vers other beſide very famous, whereotthe greateſt, 
and Rn. of alli that _ hath a great Lake

Hoh ro ned Law,among 
the Tarrers in the rownes and Burroughs of the Cham 
and other Sultans. Their Pricſt called Cagy,or Judges

but ſuch as coacerne lite and death, or theft, which 
wee call criminall, or civill, the Cham and his Coun- 
ſcllours judge-and cenſure them, and they have no 
necd of any Councellours at Lawe, or Atturueys, tor 
they uſe no ſubrilities,excuſes,puttingsoff,or delayes, 


For the meaneſt and the worſt conditioned ot the 


Tartars , or Strangers are quickly diſpatched by the 
Cham & his Judges, who alwayes give them hearing : 
they themſelves are plainrives & defendants, for they 
zive free acceſſe, and audience to all men, They in» 
{truct their children in their youth in the Arabick let- 
ters, they keepe not their daughters at homie , but 
ſend them abroad to be brought up,and inſtructed by 
their neereſt kindred, & their boyes growing bigge , 
are given to the Cham, or Sultans to lerve them, and 
their daughters being of age,are given in marriage to 
the nobleſt Twrkes, or Tartars- The chietecſt , and the 
nobleſt Tarters follow the Princes Court, neither are 
they cloathedin _ apparell , nor make any often. 
tation, bat goc honeſtly, and comely ou oonany, on de. 
cencic and neceſtic requireth. They may 
many Wives, as they can well keepe , and maintaine, 
according tothe Mahometan Lawe, and uſe to buy 
them ordi mow of the Petigorans , whothough they 
doe not bring them up very delicately,nor keep them 


proudly, yer nevertheleſle modeſtly,and cleanely ac- ' 


cordingtothe faſhion of that Countrie, bur ſuch as 
beare x rk children, they make much of them, and 
they are kept more honourably, 8 in greater pompe, 
efore Straungers arrivedin this Taurick, or peninſu- 
la, this people being wilde and ſauvage ſemed to have 
had many clowniſh manners, as Kt waa among 
the ruder ſort of them: for as then they had not rece1- 
ved the rights and Mahomitan Lawes , neither lear. 
ning , nor Civill manners : but now the Tarars have 
learned humanitic and civilitie of the Twrkes, 8& their 
falſe ſervice of God; the moſt part of their Nobles 
are given to Hoſpitalitie« When the Cham walketh 
abroad, none is kept back from him, yea the meaneſt, 
and pooreſt may come before him, and having ſeene 
him, will preſently aske it he have any thing to ſay 
unto him: they reverence their Princes, and adore 
them as Gods. Their Judges follow the Mahomeran 
Lawe, which are accounted perpetuall, and Spirituall 
Divines, and are held among them for men of Equi- 
tie, of an upright dealing , and of a honeſt repura- 
tion, They know not what controverſies and crimi- 
nall accuſations ofjuſtice meane, neither of riots leſſe 
important to the interrefſed, much lefſe what envie , 
hatred, excefle and all kinde of luxurie, and likoriſh- 
nefle is , neither are they. ambitious either in their 


lives, orin the mannerof their cloathing. Neither 


doethey carrie inthe Princes Court, orat home any 
bowes, arrowes, ſwords, or other armes , ſaving when 
they travell, andthe Straingers which paſſe by the 
way-fide,unto whome they are very kinde and loving, 
and are given to Hoſpitality. The nobleſt of rhem 
cate bread, meate and other victualls, and dinke agur 
vita, and ps, 2004 The Husbandmen ,, or the mea- 
ner fort uſe no bread bur eate honey, and have milke 
mingled with water, which they call Ca#a, and make 
cheeſe of it, and fortheirdrinke they quench their 
thirſt with Mares milke. They cut the throats of their 
Camells,Oxen, and Horſe, when they ſee them taint 


and finke under their burden. For all thoſe which are 


Artiſans , or handie craft-men, or trade, are cither 
Slaves,or Servants tothe Chriſtians, or. Turkes, Arri. - 
ans, Jewes, Saraſfins, Petigorians , which are Chriſti- 
ans,Philiſtins, or unknowne Cynganes, and people of 
a meane condition.

Obtained _ inthe yeere 1295, fromw® 
time forward untot wa 5" mrs re, there hath been 
16 Kings, who haye ruled, and kept this Kingdome. 
The revenues ofthis King are about 600000 crownes,

Dutch word,& is as much to ſay as a Gaer-men,which 
—_ all, or a compleate man, in regard of their 
artiall , and virill proweſſe. Others, take this name 
from the ſteadfaſt and conſtane hdelitic , and faith- 
fulneſſe, which this Dutch nation beare the one to 
the other; whereby they ſeeke to erernize theirname. 
Some apaine miſſe nor much the marke, which ferch |, 
itfrom their militaric honour, whereof they make 
profeſſion, andinſtcad of YYarr-men call them Ger- 
wans. Others againe arc of the opinion, thatit com- 
meth from the Latine word German, as having this 


name gexsini given them, becauſe this nation ſhould 
if call other people inretayning of their ancient 
Countric manners,and timplicity: bur it ſeemeth the 
Authour of this dreame ſought hereby to flarter his 
owne nation , ad followed herein Strabs, and Livixe, 
who fcllintothe like errour, in ſaying , that this na- 
non were truely, and rightly called Germani by the 
Romans, becauſc they reſembled the Celrians,as their 
bretheren in their manners of living, and in theſta- 
rure and talneſle of their bodies, having red and yel- 
lowiſh haire. /#9auncs Goropiue Becanus doth not impro- 
_ deriue their hame, from the word Geren, which 
ignifieth rocompell orto drawe unto them:of which 
opinion Tecizw ſcemerhallſoro be, ſaying in his trea- 
Lic de Moribus Germanorum , that the war Germania is 
novell and lartcly come up, ſcing that thoſe who firſt 
paſſed the Rhync, and whom the Gauls had chaſed 
awaye, were ſometimes called Taxgri, and at other 
rimes German : ſothar the namevof this nation, and 
not of the people, came at the firſt litle by litle in ule, 
outof feare of the Conquerour, anda while after this 
name (as fromthemſclues) was impoſed upon them. 
There are ſome againc , which caliedden Germans 
from the verbe Geren, which berokencth to afſemble, 
becauſe they were Forrainers, anda people gathered 
up rogether. Moreoucr, ſome thinke, that this name 
is denved from Garra ot Guerra, giving thereby to un- 
derſtand, thattheyarc a miliraric, anda warrlike na- 
tion. Alſoa very learned manin Saxonie giveth out, 
that the German, were fo named from Garmans a 
of Aſia, which Lucan alſo ſuppolcth, even as 

the Saxansarc io called trom Sacw. Inan other place, 


dratws a credible Hiſtorian , will haue theſe people 
ro be called A/manes, becauſe they were men gathe- 
red together in one, and asit werea hotchpor, or 
mixtureofall kinds of men. Thoſe that pretend that 
Almanic bearcth the name from the Lake Lemanie, 
I cannor ſee with what probability of crutch chey 


ſhould call High-Durchland , from a Lake, ors 


Mcere, which licth without their frountiers in Ss- 
voye: except ſome would mainteyne, that the Larws 
Acronizs ot the Boden-Sea, ſhould be the ſame Lacrw 
Lemanus , upon both whole ſhoars the Almanes inha- 
bired, according to the teſtimonic of _dr1nmianss in | 
his 15. booke. And albeit tharſome doe mingle the' 
Germass and Almanes together, yet it is manifeſt 


cnough, that they were diſtinguiſhed the one from 
the other. As Sparti 


in the life of Mario writeth 
thereofin this wile, All Almazic, and all Germanieyvvith 
the other adiacent &c. And Flavias Yopius in the 
life of Probus , ww the Franchs are 'vui , 
vwhoſe habitations are neere the anpaſſable marſches, 
and moores. «Alſo the Germans and Almanes are 
wvitneſſes, vuhich are farre remore from the Rhyne:

We findeallo, that this Countrie was named by 
ſome Textonis, and that from their Generall Texton: 
others arc of opinion, thatthis Texronia (which iscal- 
led in Dutch, Texsſche, ofthe lralians Tedeſchi, or thar 
thoſe whome they call Teutonici, & their Countrie 
Teutſch land) may apa from Thaiftex, which ſome 
alſo name Tx:/con, and verely thinke that he was one 
of the Sons of Neach , wercot Tacitus maketh men-

in their ancient Ver Tanes (vuhich arein ftead 
their Annals) their God Thuiften, Srmgenof CF 
and hu Sonne Mannumne, as the { wg ran of ring of 
th:ir nation.

Turcks (Alaman, and thus much for the name of 
Durch-land. 

Touching the Frontiers and Limits of Germanic, 
all Wricers doe not agree therein: forthe moſt an. 
cient Hiſtoriographers confine Dutch-land ro lyc 
berweene the Rhyne, the Donewv, the maine Sea, yo 
river T anais,& Pont Enxinus. The others following, 
among which are reckoned Strabo, Prolomic, Mela, 
Plinius, and ſome other Grecian,andLarine Writers, 
make the Rhyne;, and the Viſtulato bethe bounds of 
high Durch-land. Tacitus writerth that not ſomuch 
the Yiffela, as the terrour, feare & mountaines, 
the Dutches from the Daceans,and Sermatans. Arthis 
daye under the name of Germanic arc counted all 
theſe Countries which y{u— Durch , andthereforc 
paſſing the bounds of Prolomic, Germanic contay- 
ncth inirRherica, Vindelicia,Auſtria, and parr of 1- 
, unto the Edges of the Mountaines of Trent. 
tkewiſc,on the other ſide of the Khywe the Durtches 
poſſeſſed the Romaine Gatniſons, and Colonies, ro 
wit, Conſtance, Baſill,Straesburg;Spier YVorms,Cobelentz, 
Bon, Collen, and other places, cuento the Seaſide. For 
as Ambroſine witneflethin his ſecond Hexameron , that 
the Rhync heretofore was the bounds of the Romiſh 
Empire; where, upon the left fide rowards Gaule,the 
Romane Prefidents, and Gouvernours warred conti- 
nually upon the Durches, partly ro hinder their in- 
roads & incurſions, and on they themſclucs 
mighr fall upon the Dutches,and that they mighethe 
berrer defend thoſeDurches,which came under their 
proteCtion. And this was the onely cauſe thatſo manic 
ancient Townes where built upon the Gauliſhſide of 
the Rhyne, and ſcarcly none on the other fide, as the 
famelikewiſc.is ſcene along the Donavy. At this day 
alſo theHelverians or Sywi;ſersarereckonned amon 8 
the Dutches, &alſo whole Prxſſis beyond the Yiftu 
or YVeixſel, lo thatthe Confines of Germanie at this 
time,cxtend themiclucs farther, than didin the 
dayes ofProlomie. For Weſtward they paſle rhe &hyne, 
as farreas Picardic and B die,which are of 
France,&Southward they reache beyond theDonaw 
untothe Alpes,& Eaſtward farre the Viſtula, 
and Northwarditis bounded with the Ocean Sea. 

The chiefeſt parrs,and Countries of Germanie, as 
well great as ſmall, aretheſe following: Namely the 
Kingdome of Robemia being aPrince-Eleftorate. The 
Kingdome of Poland, though they ſpcakean other 
language then the Durch,and though ir benot con- 
raynedin thelmperiallMatriewle, which neverthelclle, 
becaulc itis within the Limits of the Viſtula, & lycrh 
in old Germanic, we will compre: it 
Mapps ofGermanie. Likewiſe theKingdome of Hun- 
garic, though irlycth beyond the bounds of old Ger- 
manic,ne &becauſc many excellent Empe- 
rours haue bene made out of it,andin regarditruleth 
ouer Countries belonging to che Empire, wee 
willioync itwithGermanic. NowtheDuk fol-

many Hiſtorians withnefle, where he buile ny 
pallace,whoſc old walls& ruines are ſcenethereyerto 
this daye. The Empire c6tinueth inthe race & ſucceſ- 
fion ofthe C tmorethEa100 ene) Afeer- 
ward, that progenie failling, it was transferred to Con- 
* rade Duke of Franconia, to who Henricus Auceps, orthe 
fowler,ſuccceded. And afterhimrhree Orhos one af- 
ter an other,of which che laſt perceving, that the Ro- 
mans affefting the Empire agame, and defirous to 
make their Conſul Confemeins Eem rour, having le- 
vycd an Armic, tooke the Cinc of Rome and obtay- 
ned from Pope Gregorie,that the righr of cleQing ota 
Romiſh Emperour might continually remaine a- 
mong the khan, upon this condition, that the 
new d firſt Cziar , orKing ofthe Romans, ha- 
. ving recciued his Crowne from the Pope, ſhould be 
entytcled /mperator Augnſftus:ſo thatin thartime ſeucn 
Priaces-EleGtours, namely, three Arch-Biſhops, and 
foure temporallPrinces were ordayned for the choo- 
ſing ofan Emperour. After the death of rhis Otho, 
the nexrtEleQted Emperour was Hemricus Sant#us. T his 
manner of Election Charles the fifr1Em I 
wardeſtabliſhed by a golden Bull; which is extant to 
this daye. In ſucceeding times,there were more ſtares, 
and dignitics creed in Germanic for the encreaſing 
ofthe | pire. Ot the Germans valour,and ſufficicn- 
cic in militaric Actions Tacicus witnefleth , who was 
a preſident in the Netherlands, under the Emperour 
Veſpaſianus, when he faich,no man cuer warrcd againſt 
Dutches, but had the worſt : which the three Con- 
uered Legions of the Emperour ©Augaſtus tryed. 
he ſame allo felt Carbo, Caſſtns , Scanrus, Aureline, 
Servilixe, Cepio and Manlixs,all brauc Chiets and Ge- 
neralls,which were defeated and routed by the Ger- 
mans, and as this old verſe mcntionerh:

For the reſt, we finde that Germanic at this dayc is 
ſofaireand plcaſanta Countrie, adorned andinhabi- 
ted withſo manic faire Citics, Townes, Caſtles, Bour- 
a $, and Villages, thatitwill giue no place to Ita- 
lie, France, or Spaigne.

Maginus to excuſe the 
roſc errours of theſe famous writers, would there- 
torc haue placed the Pyrzncan Mountaines in Ger- 
manie. This river thenas ſone asit loweth from his 
head, runneth preſentlic through ſome mooriſhpla- 
ccs, and ſpreading himſelfe into divers braunches at 
laſt haſterch ro meete U—_ in one channell, and 
cncreaſing by other ſmall brookes and rivers, torhe

Their pages Touching their religion, which is that which knir- 
Keiy1on- reth, and bindeth the hearts & minds ofmen toge- 
ther. The Germans (as Czfar writeth ) when they 
were Heathens, offred no manner of Sacrifices, hol- 
ding onely thoſe for their Gods which they could ce 
ap pros by whoſe mcanes in appearance they 
might be holpen, as the Sunxe, the Moone, and the 
Fire: but afterward in ſucceeding ages,as itappeareth 
by Tecitas (who liucd under the am ar 72 of che 
Emperour Nerwvs)they had ſome other Gods,as Mer- 
eurins, Hereules , Mars, Ifidas, and the Mother of the 
Gods. Alſoa certaince one called Alcim and Yelleds & 
Asrinia. Theſame Tacitus maketh mentionalſo, of 
the temple of Taxfans, andfairh moreover, that the 
Svvaviess Worſhipped the Earth as their Mother, 
whom they called Aerrham, as Lipſius readerh ir. Plu- 
tarck ſhewerh alſo, chatthey had ſome holy women 
among them, which Tacitus nameth, Faridicas, Agat- 
nas, and Polyenxs Yates, which isas much to ſay, as 
Soothſayers, which could divine, or fore tell ſome fu- 
cure chings, from the noiſe of the waters, aud by their 
whirlings, andturnings abour. Alianus relateth that 
they could foretell ſome chings our of the Entrailes 
and by the ſignes of fowles. Aboue all they honored 
Mercurins, or Teutales , not torbcaring to Sacrifice 
men as T acitus witneflcrh. 

In the times of peace they had no publick Magi- 
7: man"! ſtrate , but uſed rochoole one when they went to 
nz theſe Warre. They rooke their molt pleaſure and delightin 
a;”. trhewarrs. Robbing and ſtcaling was accountedno 
ſhame among themas wee reade 1n Ceſar. And as Sc- 
neca writcth,there was nothing in the world, which 
liked them berrcrthen armes, for they were borne, 
and bred upin them. Tacitus fairh alſo, that when 
they had fart longin peace at home , rhey wentto 
helpe othet nations , which waged warrc, carrying a- 
| long with themrheir mothers, wiucs, and children, 
which carryed their victualls after chem, which purer 
, courage into them and ſtirred them up ro fighe, and 
did nottorbcare to ſuck their wounds. They begann 
cheir fight wich finging and leaping for ioye,and with 
agreat noiſc andclacrering ofarmes. He thar loſt his 
ſhicld in the Barraile, it was accounteda great ſhame 

for him, and that many of them for this cauſc leavin 
the warres, through deſperation and ſhame _ 
themiclues. Di#and Herodotas write, that they ſwame 
oucr rivers,to which their light armes and all bodies

ſack ro her owne child, and never uſedany N 
Foſter mothers for them. Czfar wriceth , thatrchey 
heldit vnreaſonable to offer wrogeor violencertorhe 
Geſts that came unto them for what cauſe ſocuer, bur 
rather did defend them from all iniurie,and violence, 
which they held asfacred, andkept openhouſes and 
their tables furniſhed for all Commerce. Tacitus wit- 
neſſethalſo, char among the Dutches, no man com- 
plained ofan other mans faulr, and thargood man- 
ners were in greater requeſt among them, then good 
lawes in other places. NT TRENT 
"Their Diet and victualls, (faith Czfar) confiſted 
moſt in Milke,Cheetc, & Fleſhe. Plinius relaterh thar 
they carno other bread, butOaren-cakes,and they 


pus faith, thatin the times of want and ſcarcitie 
contented themſclues with raw meats, and a 
writeth they catraw fleſhe. Arheness afftirmech that 
rhey made their dinner of fmall peeces of meatero- 
ſted, anddranke Milke, and Wine upon it. Tacitus 
faith moreouer , thatthey cat homely vidtualls, and 
ſometimes apceccof Venaiſon, Crabbs & Creame, 
& their Beare bruedwith barly or ſome other graine. 
In their bankers, & feaſts they were gluttonous, and 
exceſſive, and held irno ſhame to firr night and day 
byir. Their cloathing faith Tacitus was a Souldicr 
aſſack or Iackert, which they claſped roo about 
their ſhoulder, and they wore very ſtraight cloaths, 
as cloſſe to their bodies as poflibly they could. Such a 
manner of apparcll writeth Sidonius the Francks 


uſed ro weare. There women were Cloathed in the. 


ame faſhion astheir mou'» and their Coats full of 
foulds , they worealſofurrs andthe ſkinne of wild 
beaſts. In former times they were blockiſh and vnfir 
for any ſciences, but nowaregrowne moſt expertand 
ſ cilfullin all mannerofknowledg, and manufacture 
to their great praiſe, and commendation, paſling by 
all crafts. The Germans excell all other nations inthe 
{kill and knowledge of caſting, & of forging of Cop- 
per, as alſo ro handle and temper all forts of Merrall 
and Mineralls. The Arrofprinting was firſt invented 


there, & the knowledgeot making of Ordinance,of 


Clocks & Watches came firſt fromthente. To con- 
clude, Germanicis become the ſeate, and habication 
for all manner of crafts and arts, and there isno cun. 
ning invented , which they haucnotwith induſtrie, 
carcfull diligence and knowled augmenred, ador- 
ned andenriched, beſides thoſe which firſt werein- 
ventcd there. : 

Finally, Germanic is not onely provided with all 
manner of coſtly wares, and commodities, bur di- 
ſtribureth them in abundance to their Neighbours, 
yea to manie forraine nations farre remote, to wit, 
moſt excellentWines, Money, Silver,Copper, Tinne, 
Lead,Quick-filver, Vitriol, Allom, diuers Dycs and 
Colours, Letranic, Corne , many Inſtruments of 
Iron and Brafſe,and many ſort of other wares beſides:

& immunitics,for the Inhabitants chereofmay coine 
money, and ferttheirſtamp upon ir, and haue free - 
hunting and hawki ſhips which file up the 
Elucunto Hamburgh,when they cometothe mouth 
ot the Swing, they muſt Nrick cheir failes, 8& caſt theit 


ankors, to paye cuſtomeandrollrothe Arch-Biſhop 


of Breme, and the Magiſtrates of Stoad. There is not 
aſhip laden with Wine coming our of the Sea, and fa- 
ring upward to Hamburgh, chat can paſſe, unleſſe 
chey pay toll to the Cuſtome-maſters of the Wines 
ſellar of Stoad, upon a great penaltie and a fine of 
money. This cowne in times paſt was the Staple of 
Engliſh Cloathes , which afterward removed from 
h in Zealand, and ſince to 
e Market place and the Ex- 
change of this citic is very ſpacious. There 
are in it divers Churches, as that of S. Nicolas, S.Cof- 
mus, S.Iohns, S.Gregorius and others. The Towne- 
houſe is of alarge building, andthe Wine-houſe or - 
Sellar joynethroir. There is alfo anancient Ab 
——_— it, they haucan able, and a wiſe Councill, 
and the Burgers are very kinde loving and curteous, 
eſpecially ro ſtrangers, which che Engliſh and Low- 
Country Marchants, whotwelt there and had com- 
merce with them can witnefſlc. 

Touching the fortification, and ſtrengrh of this 
towne, the Walls, Moats, Bulwarks, and Turrers 
which girtitabour, areſoſtrong thatthey arcablero 
hold outalong ſiege: All cheſe appartenancesare be- 
ſides enriched with faire and pleaſant meddowes, a 
wholeſome aire, alarge Suburbe, anda fruictull ile. 
lying round abour ir. They adminiſter juſtice abſo- 
lurely,& hauca moſt famous Schoole, in which there 
aretaughrtheLatine, Greeke and Hebrew tongues, 
yea the liberall Arts and Sciences,and their youth are 
inſtructed publickly inthe principles of Divinitie. 

A fewe yceres ſince, it wastakenin by the Earle of 
Tilly in the name of Ferdinend the Emperour, who

the King of Sweden Guſtavus Adolphus of immorrall 
memorie tooke inagaine, andreſtored them to their 
former libertics and freedomes. 

Right over againſt Sroad a mile and ahalfe from 
it,on the other fade of theriverl

tions that it may truely be called invincible. This

The foundation 
thereof they reckon to be from the yeere 1240, in 
which time this rowne out of the ruinous walls of the 
Citic of Mecklenbargh the capirall Citic of the Van- 
dals, was built by Gencelinus, who ſuccceded Henri- 
ens Leonixes inthe Gouvernment. Iris of late mighte- 
ly encreaſed, and enlarged by reaſon of their Com- 
merce with other Nations, becauſe they hauca moſt 
| fafe and a commodious havenfor ſhipping ro come 
in andto goc out. Beſide this, there lye many Ham- 
lets, and Villages abour ir, which furniſherh chem 
with all neceflarie proviſions. And it hath muchland 
lying withour it, fo that 500. Burgers, which dwell 
withinthe Citic, cach of them may manure, andrill a 
certainenumber of ackers of ground for ſeven yeeres 
together, according tothceirancicntcuſtome, There 
are three faire Churches in it, to wit, S.Marics,which 
ſtandeth inthe midſt ofthe Towne, S. Nicolas, in 
the North, and $. Georges in the South part thereof. 
The Towne-houſcis a faire building,and foisalſothe 
Dukes Palace. From thence unto Swverzn, it is ac- 
counted foure miles, ro Roſtock ſeven, and to Lu- 
beckeight. Among which T@wnes the Inhabitants, 
becauſcof their civilitic and kindneſle, hauc no ſmall 
honourgiuen them: as alſo their wiſe Magiſtrates , in 
regard of their wholeſome lawes , and ſtaruts, which 
are muchreſpeted;& likewiſe torthe greatdiligence 
of their marchants, they are exceedingly commen- 
ded among the Hanſe-Townes.Whercot Crantiwsin 
his Vandals witneflerh with theſe words following. 
Gancelinws, faithhe, ſuccecdeth his Father inthe 

Gouvernment & poſſeſſed the Earledome of Svve- 
rin, which his Father had received from Henriuws Leong 
as a reward for his tairhfull ſervice. He perceiving 
that Mecklenburgh was an open place, and inlenghr 
& breath very large, andthar ir could not well be tor- 
ritycd , begann to built a Towne upon the next Sea 
Coaſts, which he named YViſmar, but after whoſe 
name, itis notknowne. Moreouer he faith, thar if 
the Latins had beenthere, then ir might happel 
hauc bin called rightly Cy/marie. Bur ſcing it was fctk 
founded by the Saxons, ir is uncertaine whence ir 
tooke the name. Otherwiſc YVifmeriais a Vandalian 
word , where many famous and notable Men dwelt:

Otho the 
firſt made arſtthis Countric and Earledome: joining 
a part©,r Mecklenburghtoit. Fredrick the ſecond made 
irfroman Earledome a Dukedome. Hemricus Leo of 
Bavaria being chaſed oy , and banniſhed, kepr ſtill 
this Ciry, and Brunſwyck. The alteration of Reli- 
gion was effected there with great trouble, andir was 
almoſt thirric yeeres before itbegan ro be preached 
publickly in S. Nicolas Church by Frederick Geming, 
and Henry Ortho; bur afterward encreafed much, as 
alſo the other Churches by the Miniſtric of M.Echen« 
bereh and lohan ad. In thoſe dayecs there was one 
the Councillcalled Ar. Jerome YYViizendorf, a man

the Chriſtian faith, and there foundeth, and creed 
the Biſhoprick of Munſter , » Paderborn 
& Minden, butjwho gouverned YYeſtphalia after the 
death of Carolus Magnus, and whether it was wholly 
under the obcyifſance of the Popesis not knowne. In 
Eaft Saxonie it is well knowne, that remporall Lords 
roma them, and firſt ſome Kings deſcended 
om the Sremme of Carolus Magnus, during which 
time, the Dukes of Saxonie neverthelefle being 
come of thelimie of YYidekind by litle and licle grew 
greater,and impatronized the ſame,unrill the rime of 
Henry che Firſt, King ofthe Romans, of whome were 
deſcended the three Orhvs, and fromthem the Mar- 
queſſcs of Saxonie, borne from Henry Duke of Ba- 
varia, brother unto the firſt 0ho. Bur wharremporall 
Princes rulcd then with the Biſhops of Weſtphalia, 
which was called YYeft Saxenie , wee read nothing 
thereof.

Withall 
commaunding ſeverely , that the popiſh Re- 
ligion ſhould be ſert up againe inall Chur. 
ches , and none other to be ſuffred or per- 
mitted. | 

This Countrie is not very great, but is ex- 
cceding fraitfull in all manner of Graine, 
Sheepe, and other Cattell, well knowneto 
the French and Brabantiſh Merchants, and 
the bordering people which yeerely come 
thether , to buy ſuch commodities. Beſides 
theſe , they haue great ſtore of Swyne , and 
other wilde and tame Beaſts. There are in 
this land aboue 3oo fountaines and ſprings,

Magiſtrats. All manner of ſtudies , arts and ſciences 
have beene here in former times in great eſteeme and 
requeſt: ſo that at once there hath bene found here to 
ſtuddie 9 Kings Sounes , 24 Dukes Sonnes, 29 Earles 
Sonnes, beſides other Barons Sonnes & Lords, 
who were for the moſt part Canones of the Cathedrall 
Church of S.Lambert, Bouillonis a faire Caſtle, girt 
about with a wall, _ miles trom Ivoy, and 16 
from Luyck, [traingly built , & ſtanding upon the top 
ot a high hill, having a Burrough towne at the 
foote of it, which hath m more requeſt here- 
tofore. This Caltle retaineth ſtill the of the Dutchic, 
and was the reſidencie of the Duke of Bouillon, & had 
a great territorie under the juriſdiftion and Sergnorie 
thereof. From which that moſt famous Prince God- 
frey Duke of Bouillon rooke his name , who in the 
Councill of Clermont in Auvergne, reſolved with his 
bretheren Exfachiue and Balduinw anno 1096, to make 
an expedition with the other Princes of Chriſtendom, 


to regaine and conquer the Holy-land. In which thus. 


truely 1lluſtrious and generous Prince, forthe better 
diſcharging of his durie, fold this Dutchie unto Sperr, 
Biſhop of Liege, more of the Seller, thenthe Buyer, 
By his Magnanimity and Valour the Chriſtians recou- 
vered Jerulalem trom the Intidels. 

Franchimont hath bene heretofore a walled towne , 
but 15 now diſmantelled here the Cardinall Ergdw of 
Marca built a ſtrong Caſtle : this place lyeth 4 miles 
trom Luyck, and retaincth yer the gn of Mar- 

uifate, Neere unto Franchimont lyeth a Village cal- 
led Thovin , about which there are tound divers mines 
of good lead, and inthg adjacent hills, there are many 

uarrics of Marble. Tongre is three miles from Ma- 
firicht, and as farre from Luyck, ng pon the River 
calledrthe ecker. This towne tooke the name thereof 
trom the Tongres of Germanie, who forſaking their 
native countric, came and ſeated themſelves on this 
ſide the Rhyne, and chooſe this towne tor their habi- 
tation. It 15the ancienteſt trowne in all Brabant. From 
hence to Paris , which is counted 200 Italian miles , 
there was a Cauſey, or way paved with ſtones, whereof 
ſ{cmnc remainders are to be {eene yet tothis day. Asa 
monument of rhe great antiquity thereof, there js to 


be lecne at Toxgre a very ancient Temple , which was 
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dedicated to Hercs/m, whoſe Stature ſtanding upon the 
Gate, is yet to be ſcene. Hoy is ſo from the 
ſwifrrunning River,which through this rowne falleth 
into the Maze: this town lyeth five miles from Luyck. 
The Hamlet Bilſen lyeth upon the Demmer, ” 
miles from Luyck, and withour it is the Village of 
Munſterbilſen, S.Truyenisthree miles from Toxgre, 
which in ſome mens opinion,was heretofore the habi. 
tation of the Centrone#, whereot Ceſar maketh mentis 
ſooften in his Commentaires. A mile from Luyck , 
there is an other Village called Ebwre,which was in for. 
mer times (as ſome thinke)the chieſe citie of the Zbg- 
rons, The one haltfe of the citic of Maſtricht (as Plz- 
centins writeth) was given by the Earle of Lovane , na- 
med Porws to the Biſhopricke of Luyck. The other 
ſmaller townes for brevitie ſake 1 will pafle by. 

This Countrie is watered with many Rivers, where- 
of the moſt part of them runne into the Maze, 
namely, Legia, Ytes,Veſes, Ambluarws, leckel, Hoy,Veſera,V 1, 
Voer,and Yr, The others, fall intothe A_—_ rot wit, 
Ratbeck, Stimmer, Hereck, Heſp, being very cleare Rivers, 
and full of fiſhe, 

Here hath bene in former times aſpring,or Foun- 
taine, butin what place the learned have held a great 
piſpute.: for ſome will maintaine, that it is yetin the 
towne of Toxgre, others againe (with whome alſo Ly- 
dovicus Guicciardinas a famous writer agreeth, who to 
ſearch out the truth of it, was an eye witneſſe, that it 
is not in this towne, but is a mile and a halfe from Lin. 
burgh, 5 miles from Luyck, and 8 miles from Tongre, 
necre unto the Village of $4,which at this day is com- 
monly called Spa-waters , ſpringing up ina moſt plea. 
fant. and a delighttull wood , being a part of the Fo. 
reſt of Ardenna, The vertue , and force of this Foun- 
taine iS admirable , tor the curing of deſperate deſea- 
ſes, as Conſumprions, the Dropfies, Feavers, the ſtone 
and Gravell,&c, This Countrie riſeth here and there 
with hills and Mountaines, in the bowells whereof (as 
is ſaid) there are rich mines, and quarries : it is couve« 
redand ſhaded in divers places with ſome parcellsof 
the Ardennian Forelt, whereof Iuliw Ceſar ſpeaketh ſo 
much.

Vponan old peece of coine of the Emperour Veſ- 
paſian, there was this inſcription Cor. Ave. Tax- 
vivos. Mela calleth it ſimply Azgufts Lib. 3. Cap. 2. 
Belgarum clariſſimi ſunt Treviri, Vrbeſque apulentifſims 
in Treviris, Auguſt a;in Heduis, A tiS,the 
chiefe#t and moſt famous people of the Belgiansave the Tre- 
wviri, and the richeſt Cuy in the Trierich Province the Citie 
Auguſta, thatis, Trier; and in Heduws . odunum. 
The Romane Hiſtoriagrapher Taciews, maketh ofren 
mention of this Ciry in his Hiſtoric, which in the laſt 
timesof theRomans, whenthey made warre with the 
Germans, was the relidencie of their Generalls, as 
alſo che Emperours, where there dwelt alfo the Ro- 
mane Treaſurer, which payd the ſouldiers their wa- 
ges. Likewiſe, their Procurator Cynegii, and Prepoſituc - 
Brantaricariorum. There was 4G room Mag a- 
zine, and Amunition-houſe, and a worke-houle , 
whercin they madeall manner of Armes. Thereis yer 
to be ſeenc unto this dayethe decayed Walls of the 
Palace, which Conffantine the Emperour built and 
otherAntiquaries of an incredibile antiquitic,where- 
of ſome of them were hidden in holes in the ground, 
andare daylic found,and digged our inngits when 
he was in exile, lived there, and Hieronymus with- 
neſſeth, that there he wrot out the Commentaries of 
Hilarie. Priſcillienus that Arch-Heretick was by the 
Commaundof the Emperour Maximus put thereto 
death. Valentinianus Anguſius held there is Winter 
Leger. The moſt part of the cdifices, were al builr 
after theRomane manner &Fabrick:As thePalgti 
the Caſtles, the Theaters, the Campus Martine , the Ca- 
pitoliums, and the Circus. All which the Goths rui- 
natcd, and demoliſhed: of whoſe overthrow Salvia- 
ns a Biſhop of oo writcth in his ſixth booke, 
that it was a juſt Iudgment of God upon them, 
for _ abominable ſinnes , which is worthy the 
reading. ; 

Symon Richwvein writeth thus of the Towne of 
Munſter. This place by nature is created for delight, 
the hills and dales with the Paſtures and Brookes 
ſcrue greatly chereunto: for the hills are loden with 
greene grapes, and the ficlds fruitfullinCorne,where © 
all iſhe and foule abound, and what is needfull, 
cither for mans ſuſtenance, or delight. Of the Inha- 
birants Muſonixs verlifycth thus:

Others(among which 
Gaguinus, and Eneas Pins) were of opinion, the 
Empcrour Y alentinian, gaue this name tothe Franchs, 
becauſe that in the Artick tongue , thoſe were called 
Francks, which were noble, and couragiousmen, out 
of what Author, it isnotknowne: burir maye be; in 
_— they were free, and franck from paying of any 
tribute unto him: which laſt opinion in my iudge- 
ment is the likclieſt, unleſle ye will pakenty ſcarch 
out the Erymologie of this name, and ſay, that they are 
called Fraxci,as it were, Fry on cy,to wit, from paying of 
Cenſus,or tenths, which the ſignification of this word 
cy importeth. Peradvenrure alſo , they were called 
Fryanſi, or Franci, atterthe Gotiſhword Anſi, which 
berokeneth ſuch me, as cxcellall others in hapineſle, 
and riches, and were heldas Heroicks, yeaas Demy 
Gods for which cauſe, being more fortunate, and 
mighrie, than the common fort, theſe Great Lords 
_ ſcignours were uſed to be called :_Anſos or Hanſos. 
Howſoever, to rerturne to our firſt diſcourſe, itis 
moſt certaine , thar after the Fraxci or Francks had 
greatly cncreaſedin riches, and power; and that their 
begann to 
owe wearic ofthe Romiſhyoake,and ſcruitude:and 
mk tickled with a deſire of commaunding, caſt of 
the common nameof Germans, and thinking upon 
their liberrtic, called chem ſelues Franchs or Freemen. 
Francken-land bounderh Sourhward upon Seevis, 
and Bavaria , Weſtward with the Rhyne, Eaſtward 
upon Bohemia, and Northward upon Haſſiaand The- 


ia.

Irlyeth in a plaine valley, having 
hills, faire Orchards,& Paſtures roud abourir,& 
is fortified with a moate, walls, turrers,& ſtrong Bul- 
warks,& withinis oy pulous, & hath ſumpruous 
houſes. OntheWeſt tide iris watered with the river of 
Meyn,convenient for the bringing ofall commodires 
unto it. It hath a ſtrong ſtone-bridge over the Meyn, 
& on the other ſide of the Meyn, upon the hill lyin 
next unto the citic, there ſtanderh a Caſtle, which 
heicherro hath becne accounted invincible, becauſe 
it hath oftentimes beene beſieged , and aflaulred, 
aſwell by the citizens, as by the 
ver be taken in: Arthe foote of this Hill lyeth a mo- 
naſteric, built by Burchardus upon the charges of C#- 
u#ibertKing of France,in honour of S. Magnus Confeſſor, 
For the reſt, it will not be amiſle, ro knowe the 
manner ofthe obſequies, and conſecration of the Bi- 
ſhops, and Dukes of /Yertzburgh. The firſt being 
dead,the Biſhop,which is ro ſucceed him,comerh ry- 
dinginro the Ciric,with a greattraine of braue horle- 
men, and bemg light from his horſe, & having pure 
ofhis princly robes, he is led by foure officiall Counts 
bare footed and bare headedinto S. Salvaters Church, 
cloded in poore rayment and girt about him witha 
Cord.

The cheife rowne of all Daringes is Erdfurdia, or Erdfore, 
Erdfordia, called by the ancients dia, and Er- 
ff ?, as it is thoughr fo called trom one Erft the 

founder rhereot, who ſerting his Milles by the 
river Gers, built there the firſt houſes of this Towne, 
abour the beginning of che gouvernment of Arca- 
dine, and Honorias. Afterward in the yeere of ouer 
Lord 438. it was much d, and berrered by Clo- 
dovans King of France, and atlaſt Anno 1066. was 
enconpated with a wall , and made a great deale 
bigger, that now it is held ro be one of rhe greareſt 
rownes in all Germanie; fo that the Duringiſh hut. 
band men,hauc a proverbe ſaying,that Erturt if niche 
ein fiads ſondern ein gantzes land. that is, Erfurt is not 
onely a towne , but rather awwvhole Conntrie. Theriver 
Gerarunneth through this Citie, and {cowreth awaye 
the filch. Ic was heretofore an Epiſcopallrefidencie, 
ordayned by Boniface the' Apoſtle of the Germans, 
bur this dignitie was afterward transferred ro Mentz. 
Itisalſoa Vniverſitic flouriſhing in all learning,which # « « Fs 
Anno 1392. was by Pope Boniface the ninth endued 7% 
with many priviledges. There is round abour this 
Citieafertill ſoile, good paſture grounds, and grear 
ſtorcof YYoad which groweth there.

Sextus Rufus , and Liber Notitiarum 
devide the. Countrie Noricum into two Provinces,

The Countrie of Ypper Bevaria, butteth North- 
ward upon Yoitlend. Eaftward upon Bohemia, South- 
ward ir is ſeparatcd by the Donavy from the other 
part of Bavaria, and Weſtward bounderh upon the 
Hanekamp, and upon apart of Suevis, and Franconia. 

This Countric hatha wholeſome, and a good aire, 
but hath ſomewhat a hard and barren ſoile, though 
in ſomeplaces, itisreaſonable fruirfull in Corne, & 
paſture-grounds. About Kelheim, along the Donavvy, 
there are many Vineyards; but the wine thereof is 
very ſowre, ſo thatthey hauca common proverbe in 
fying, that upon the ſame hills, there grovveth no- 
thingbut meger. This Countric alſoo yeelderh di- 
verie merrals, clpecially gn ſtore of yrow, which 
brings in great gaine, and profit every yeere to the 
Inhabitants. From thence commeth alſo your beſt

Colmar was built outof the ruines of the anciene 
Ciric of Argentwaria, it is a fine imperial rowne, (1- 
ruared in a fruicfull plaine, about an houres going- 
from the Mountaines, in the midſt of A/face, and is 
watered with diverſe ſinall rivers as the Louſch, Durws, 
Fechtus , ills, and others whereof ſome of r runne

Seleftadium , or Schletfladt and Colmar were in the 
yeere 1216. walledinthe reigne of theEmperour Fre- 
dericws the ſecond.

The Arch-Dukes of Asftria, 
and the Marqueſles of Baden are Lords over this 
Countrie. In ancient times Briſach was the Capirall 
city of Briſgow, from whencethe Countrie is named. 
Anthoninus in his Itinerariom maketh mention of 
Mons Briſacws : though: he ſpeakerh of no other gras. 
rownes lying overthe Rhyne, bur onely of a 
vinciall rownes, firuated about the Rhyne ; therefore 
ſome are of the opinion, thatthe Rhyne herealtered 
his courſe, which beforc ran upon the other ſideb 
the rowne, to wit , when it ſtood upon the Frenc 
ſide. Luitprandws Ticinenſis , who livedinthe time of / 
the governmentof the Emperour Orhothe firſt, faith, 
that Mons Breſacus belonged roAlſſace, and writerh 
ir was an land in the Rhyne. This cowne ſtanderh 
upon a round hill like a Caſtle, and theRhyne run- 
ncth upon the Weſtſide of it. Irisa fine, ſtrong, anda 
populous rowne, burin proceſſcof time, the towne 
Fryburgh hath putitdowne for magnificencic and ri- 
ches.T houghit be burancwrtowne;yetisit mighrely 
encreaſed, and growne excceding wealthie,by reaſon 
of the many mines abour it. At Briſach there is an 
ancient Caſtle, which for a long time lay ruinous, 
bur afterward was built. There is a reary and a 
fafe rower, built by Bartholdws the third Duke of 
Zeringhen, as theſe verſes following cut inſtone doe 
ſhewe. 

Hanc Dux Bartholdus prom ren notatur, 
A quo per fraudem Burgundia gens populatur. 

This rowne hath burone Well over which there is .c pramage 
aroofe built, anda great Wheeleinir which is rurned wel. 
about with mens fecte , and the Water is drawne 
up a great depth under the Earth , for which the 
rown{men muſt giue ſomething cuery yeere: for al- 
beit there is in diverſe places a great deſcent to the 
Rhyne, and plaines, where there isa yu deale of 
Warcr, yerthey can hardly bring itup becauſe ofthe 
Regaods ofthe hill. Halte amile beneath Friburgh - 
therelycth upon a high hill, a ruinous Caſtle called 
Zaringhen , trom whence the Dukes of Zeringhen 
rooketheir title, and name in formerrimes. 

Friburghisa very brauerowne in Briſgovv,and now ribergh. © 
is accounted the Merropolzs of this Countric, being 
founded by Duke Bartholdus the fourth, ſonne unto 
Conrad the firſt of Zeringhen. Vnder the govern- 
ment ot the Emperour Henricws the fifth, being be- 
fore but a village. Itis ſcared very pleaſantly berweene ( 
hills, and adorned with faire buildings, Churches, 
and Cloiſters. Inthe yeere 1459. there wasa univers 
fitiecreed init. In which timethereliucdin it, that 
excellent Lawyer , Ydalricus Zaſius. Within a mile 
of this rowne, there was heretofore a rich ſilver mine. 
In this territoire of Briſgevy lay the ancient Duke- 
dome of Friburgh, the «ta {a of Hochbergh, and

After him Ylrick 
nephevv unto Eberhard vvas choſen Duke by the 
Emperour Maximilian. Anno 1519. by the Svvabiſh 
league he vvas chaſed anddriven ourof his Coun- 
crie, becauſche hadrakenin the Imperiall Tovvne 
tenthngen , vyhich vvas includedin the faid League. 
After this Ylrick faccceded Chriſtopher,, and 
Chriſtopher his Sonne Lodvvick ſucceeded him in 
the gouvernment, who lefrbehinde hima$an Heire 
and Succeſſour Fredrick, Sonne unto George Earle of 
Montpelgard. ' 
In this Countric inhabited in ancient rimes the __

The firuation of this Dukedorkie lieth almoſt 
roundlike a Circle, having many townesinit, where 
of Tubingen, and Seumard are the chicfeſt. Tubin- 
ex, is a very faire tovvne, lying upon the Nercar, and 
th a very ferrill Soill round a bour it , and aboun- 
dethin Corne, andall manner of cencreaſe; vvhich 
furniſh che neighbouringh parts.

Where in theſe daics alſo liverh thar fa- 
mous man, Martins Cruſius moſt learned and \kill- 
fall in all languages. This Vniverſitic vvas ercted 
Anno 1477. by Elerherd Counrof YYirtembergh. 10- 
hannes Heroldus doth ſhevve in his treatie de Germanie 
prime antiquitatibus, out of a certaineold inſcription, 
vvhich vvas found here, that Caracallathe Emperour 
held his Courtat T»binges, vvhuch alſo Perer Appian 
in his booke of Antiquities ſhevveth as follovycth:

For 
the Yindus in Rhetis di himſelfe into the 
Lycus, and fieng both theſe vers meete by Ausborg, 
therefore is this Citie 'named 4 Vindelicoram. 
This is a very ancient City, founded before the Ro- 
maine Empire begann, and was famous inthetimes 
of the Rhett, and the Germans. It tooke thename Au- 
£»fa, fromthe Emperour Augsſ{ms,who ſcntrthicher a 
colonie,like as many other rownesalſo bore the name - 
of the ame Emperour,as 4 Aciſie upon the De- 
nubius, Auguſta Auſciorumin France, Auguſta Bracarum 
in Spaigne, Auguſis Emeritain Portugall, Auguſta Ew- 
phrateſiain Comagena, Auguſta Rawracorum upon the 
Rhyne,&c. Anditis apparant, that they ſenr people ro 
inhabitein this Ciricin the times of both che Nerowes

After which time the Auf< 
burgers were ſubje& ro the Auſtrian Kings, till Carolus 
Martellus. Inthe yeere 1051. Henricws Niger held in 
Februarie an Imperiallday in this Citic.

Whereuponthen there hapned ſuch a con» 
fufion for along time,that ſometimes it was ſubje& to 
the Bohemians,other times tothe Poles, but the - 
teſt miſchiefe of all was, becauſe it was divided into 
petty Dukedomes , and ſoloſt the ancient glorie and 


reſpect , eſpecially when as Boleſlaws the fourth in the 


yeere 1158 was Conſtrained by the Emperour Fredericw 
Barbaroſſa, not onely toreſtore his lſed brother, & 
his three Sonnes , but alſoto ſubject himſelfe tothe 
Saxons Law, which forthis cauſe arc inuſe yet to this 
day in Polonia» After their Fathers death, theſe three 
Sonnes divided all Silefia into three parts : Boleſlaw 
had for his pg the middle part of the Countrie, 
which lyeth about Breflaw : the Dukedome of upper 
Sileſia, bordering Morevis and Cracow, nancy, 
Ratibor, Oppeln,Toſſchen & ſome others, Micelaws had 

bis ſhare. The loweſt part or nether Sileſia, next unto 
the Marquifate of Brandenburgh and great Poland, as 
Lignitz, Glogaw , Saganand other places was given to 
Conradus , who reedified Clogew , whome his Fathers 
brother had deſtroyed , and made it his refidencie , as 
Micelew did the like at the towne of Ratiber. The 
townes in Silefia proſpered as well in government , as
